A list of about 50 persons was 
considered by the appointing au- 
thorities—the four circuit judges, 
judge of the probate court and 
the seven members of the County 
Council—in an effort to achieve 
good geographical distribution. 

After the board is completed, 
with the Governor’s Selection it 
will meet on the Monday 
after its appointment at City Hall 
to begin deliberations.

|The nickel meters provided the 


ARMY. ORDERS 53,000 MEN | 
DRAFTED DURING FEBRUARY 


Largest Figure Since Early in Korean War 


Raises Prospect of 


of 19-Year-Olds. 


Increased Call-up 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 27 (AP)— 
The military high command 
stepped up its call for draftees 
for the Army today to the highest 
level reached since early in the 
Korean war. It asked Selective 
Service to induct 53,000, men. 

This raised the prospect that 
19-year-olds would be drafted in 
increasing numbers. A Selective 
Service spokesman said that state 
draft headquarters ‘have been un- 
der orders to fill their quotas 
with older men wherever possible, 
but undoubtedly would be told to 
dip into the ranks of 19-year-olds 
if they could not get enough men 
otherwise. 

Officials said there was no 
prospect of drafting fathers or 
men who have already served in 
Korea. They’ said the high call 
for February was necessary to re- 
place draftees whose terms of 
service are coming to an end. 

The February call is the highest 
for the Army*since the early 
months of 1951. There was a 
higher call—for 59,650 men—in 
January of 1952, but this included 
11,650 for the Marine Corps. The 
Marines are no longer taking 


draftees. The Navy and Air Force 
are also relying on enlistments. 

The February call will bring 
to 1,255,430 the number of men 
drafted since the outbreak of the 
fighting in Korea. 

Draft calls fer 1952, month by 
month, were as follows: 

January, 59,650; February, 52,- 
500; March, 28,600; April, 19,000; 
May, 19,000; June, 10,000; July, 
31,000; August, 29,000; September, 
30,000; October, 47,000; Novem- 
ber, 47,000; December, 47,000. 

The Defense Department said 
the higher call is necessary to re- 
place men who have completed 
two years of active service and 
to maintain approved -Army 
strength of 1,522,000 men. 

The higher call — 5,000 more 
than the number ordered draft- 
ed in January — also is being 
made in view of plans for the 
earlier release of Army-drafted 
veterans of Korea. Secretary of 
the Army Frank C. Pace Jr., an- 
nounced last week that Army 
draftees who saw service in Ko- 
rea would be returned to civilian 
life after only 20 months’ service | 
instead of the present 21.

PREDICTS DESIGN 
OF ATOM POWER 
PLANTS IN 1933 


Dean Says Stationary In- 
stallations Would Be 
for Areas Lacking Less 
Costly Energy. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 27 (UP)— 
Gordon Dean predicted today the 
first stationary atomic power 
plants will be designed in 1953. 

They will be small “power 
packages” for supplying atom- 
generated electricity to dwellers 
in remote or waste regions lack- 
ing less costly kinds of energy. 

Dean, chairman of the Atomic 
Energy Commission, did not say 
actual construction of these 
pioneering plants would get under 
way next year. 

He did predict, however, that 
“1953 will undoubtedly see the 
design of small (atomic) reactors 
for the production of power that 


may be used in areas where 
ordinary fuel costs are high.” 


Once designed, however, such 
plants could be built fairly quick- 
ly and cheaply. Dean has hinted 
that the cost might be as low as 
$5,000,000. The AEC is complet- 
ing a survey of high fuel cost 
areas where such atom plants 
might be located. 

Dean’s forecast is one of several 
indications that 1953 promises to 
be a climatic year for. atomic 
power.

DISCUSS STALIN'S 
OVERTURES WITH 
G.0.P. SENATORS 


Policy Conference Al.- 
ready Planned — Presi- 
dent -Elect Talks Over 
Various Issues With 
Lewis Douglas. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 27 (AP) — 
President - elect Eisenhower may 
discuss Premier Stalin’s world 
peace oyertures with Senate Re- 
publican leaders to get their 
views on feasibslity of confer- 
ences with the Russians. 

That possibility developed as 
Eisenhower met at his Columbia 


University residence today with 
Lewis W. Douglas, former Am- 
bassador to Britain in the Tru- 
man Administration. 

The General and Douglas — 
who backed Eisenhower for the 
presidency—were together for 90 
minutes and Douglas said after- 
ward they had talked “very slant- 
ingly” about Stalin’s latest peace 
statement. 

Churchill Visit Discussed. 
Douglas did not elaborate. He 
said the conference also dealt 
“briefly” with the forthcoming 
visit of Britain’s Prime Minister 
Churchill to the United States. 
Churchill is scheduled to arrive 
in New York on Jan. 5. He plans 
to confer with Eisenhower here 
and with President Truman later 
in Washington. 

“We wandered all over—from 
football to water conservation,” 
Douglas told reporters after his 
meeting with Eisenhower. “I was 
here to renew an old association,” 
Eisenhower already has an- 
nounced plans to get together 
with G.O.P. Senate leaders to dis- 
cuss the new Administration’s 
legislative program. 

No date has been announced for 
the conference, but the General’s 
headquarters said earlier it prob- 
ably would be held before the 
Eighty-third Congress convenes 
next Saturday. ‘ 

Senators Due to Attend. 
Senators scheduled to meet with 
Eisenhower are Robert A. Taft of 
Ohio, slated to be majority leader 
in the new Republican-controlled 
Senate; Styles Bridges of New 
Hampshire, in line to be president 
pro tempore—the Senate’s pre- 
siding officer in the absence of 
the Vice President; Eugene D. 
Millikin of Colorado, chairman of 
the Conference of all G.O.P. Sen- 
ators, and Leverett Saltonstall of 
Massachusetts, who served as as- 
sistant minority leader in the last 
Congress.

“A Supreme Court Justice 
should not cling to the sanctity of 
his ivory tower and deprive con- 
gressional committees of the op- 
portunity to obtain necessary in- 
formation.”

“I feel that no investigation of 
the Department of Justice can be 
complete without such an in- 
quiry.

Clark entered the department 
in 1937, and, in 1945, President 
Truman appointed him Attorney 
General. He served until 1949, 
when he was elevated to the 
Supreme Court. 

Last October subcommittee 
members discussed inviting him 
to appear before their group, but 
no action was taken. 

The criticism of Justice Clark 
was part of the subcommittee’s 
analysis of testimony given by 
Theron Lamar Caudle, Justice 
Department tax division chief 
who was fired by President Tru- 
man in November 1951. 

Six of the seven members of 
the committee concluded that 
Caudle is an “honorably moti- 
vated man,” despite obvious short- 
comings, and that he was unfair- 
ly used ‘“‘as a public sacrifice” to 
divert attention from departmen- 
tal weaknesses for which others 
were responsible.

Condon said the committee was 
guilty of “outrageous and con- 
temptible lies” in saying in its 
year-end report that Condon has 


a “propensity for associating with 
persons of questionable loyalty.” 


No Data That He Was Red. 

The __internationally-known 
physicist pointed out that the 
committee had included in its 
report this statement: “The com- 
mittee did not, and does not now, 
possess information that Dr. Con- 
don was a Communist or com- 
mitted any act of espionage.” 

He said the committee, for 
lack of evidence, had to limit its 
accusation to this statement: 
“However, because of his asso- 
ciates and disdain for security 
regulations, the committee recog- 
nized his vulnerability in any post 
of security.” 

Dr. Condon was director of the 
National Bureau of Standards un- 
til he quit in 1951 to become re- 
search director of Corning Glass 
Co., Corning, N. Y, 

“T have just learned from 
friends in Washington that the 
House Committee on Un-Amer- 
ican Activities has given to the 


attack on me, which it has worked 
so hard to keep alive with no 
facts to support it for the past 
five years,” he said. 

“This is going to be a case 
when the reply gets ahead of the 
accusation.

PICKETING STARTED

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27 (AP)— 
Pickets, shivering in near-freezing 
weather, began what they called 
“a clemency vigil’ outside the 
White House tonight, demanding 
that the President save Ethel and 
Julius Rosenberg, convicted atom- 
ic spies, from the electric chair. 

spokesman, David Allman, 
said the _ sign-carrying pickets 
would continue to march beside 
the executive mansion until the 
Rosenbergs are granted clemency. 

They are scheduled to be exe- 
cuted the week of Jan. 11 in New 
York’s Sing Sing death house, 
where they have been imprisoned 
since shortly after they were con- 
victed Mafch 29, 1951, of conspir- 
ing to transmit atomic secrets to 
the Soviet Union. 

Repeated appeals to the courts, 
including two to the Supreme 
Court, have been rejected. Only 
presidential action can save them 
from death now. 

Seventeen pickets — 12 women 
and five men—began the march 
on East Executive avenue, which 
runs. beside the White House. 
They were unable to picket on 
Pennsylvania avenue because of 
stands being erected for the in- 
auguration of Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower. 

The group sponsoring the White 
House vigil calls itself the “na- 
tional committee to secure justice 
in the Rosenberg case.”

Cardinal in Korea 
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STRATEGY AGAINST 
REDS IN FAR EAST 


Hope Is to Co-ordinate 
- Allied Military and Po- 
litical Moves — This 
“Calls for Greater Effort 


by Other Nations.

WASHINGTON, Dec, 27 (AP)— 
Eisenhower administration offi- 
cials intend to perfect in the next 
few months a master strategy 


Communism throughout 
the Far East - 


Persons familiar with the Re- 
publican leaders’ approach to the 
problems of the Korean war and 
Far Eastern policy, told a report- 
er today they hoped to co-ordi- 
nate major military and political 
moves by the Allied nations in all 
sections of that vast and troubled 
region. 

Development of a grand strate- 

gy on this scale will require 
closer Allied co-operation than 
now exists in that part of the 
world. 
, Since Eisenhower officials are 
thinking in terms of taking the 
initiative against Communism all 
along the cold war front, it will 
also require a willingness on the 
part of co-operating nations to 
make greater effort and take 
more risks thar they have made 
or taken to date. This undoubted- 
ly will prove to be a formidable 
obstacle in the way of realizing 
what President-elect Eisenhower, 
Secretary of State-Designate John 
Foster Dulles, and other policy 
makers are now thinking about 
achieving. 

However, the goal to be sought 
by more aggressive strategy in 
unified planning may be used by 
Eisenhower spokesmen as argu- 
ments in justification of greater 
effort and risks. The goal is 
threefold: (1) To put the Reds 
on the defensive and thereby 
lessen their ability to make 
trouble for the free world, (2) 
to compel them to make an “hon- 
orable peace” in Korea, and (3) 
to win peace for Indochina and 
Malaya and security for Formosa, 
Japan and the Philippines. 

Part of Global Picture. 

In recent comments on Korea, 
Gen. Eisenhower has referred to 
his thinking about the conflict 
there as being set in the context 
of the whole group of problems 
which the cold war poses for the 
free world. 

Diplomat Dulles contended 
during the election campaign that 
what was needed on the. part of 
the United States was an effort 
to use all the resources available 
to the free nations in their fight 
against Soviet power. 

From the global point of view, 
the Far Eastern situation itself. 
is only one sector in the political- 
military conflict that ranges from 
the northwest Pacific and Korean 
area through southeastern ang 
southern Asia, the Middle East, 
southern Europe and _ eastern 
Europe. But in Europe and to 
some degree in the Middle East 
the United States and Allied pol- 
icies have been on the whole 
co-ordinated in an effective man- 


ner. 

The global picture undoubtedly 
will be gone over thoroughly 
when Prime. Minister Churchill 
arrives from England Jan. 5 for 
a series of “informal talks” with 
Eisenhower which are due to con- 
tinue for two or three days. 

It is in the Far East, Repub- 
licans have long contended, that 
the United States has suffered 
the greatest blows to its interests 
and has done the least to protect 
itself or advance its cause. 

Four Wars Against Reds. 

Although there is some kind 
of Communist trouble in all areas 
of the Far East, there are four 
wars there which have been 
fought or kept in a state of sus- 
pension against a common foe 
without very much co-ordination 
from the Allied side. 

They are: 

The Korean war, where the 
United States heads the Allied 
command and carries a huge 
share of the combat load in co- 
operation with about 16 other 
nations. The United States and 
other U.N. forces are helping the 
South Koreans defend themselves 
against Communist North Ko- 
reans who started the fight two 
and one half years ago. 

The war in Indochina, where 
the French are in command and 
are carrying the heaviest part of 
the combat load with the help of 
native forces. ~The French get 
United States aid in the form of 
military supplies and weapons but 
it is not an Allied war in the 
same sense that Korea is. Indo- 
China was a prewar French pos- 
session which now has ‘the polit- 
ical status of local self govern- 
ment in association with the 

nch empire. 
"te Chinese Nationalists-Chi- 
nese Communist war which is a 
conflict that has been in a state 
of suspension ever since the Ko- 
rean war started. President Tru- 
man put the United States Sev- 
enth Fleet between the National- 
ist island of Formosa and the Red 
mainland immediately after the 
Korean war started in order to 
prevent any development there 
that might endanger the south- 
ern flank of United States forces 
in Korea. 

The war in Malaya, which the 
British are running against the 
Communist guerrilla units, mostly 
local Chinese. This fight has 
been going on for years. Persis- 
tent British tactics in recent 
months have reduced the numbers 
and effectiveness of the guerrilla 
forces, but the end is not yet 
in sight. 

On the Communist side of these 
conflicts, Red China holds the 
advance position with Russia at 
its back providing some military 
supplies and advice and, it is as- 
sumed here, overall strategic di- 
rection. Thus the situation is one 
of a series of small and unco- 

~ ordinated wars on the flanks of a 


powerful enemy whose blows are 
assumed to be planned and co- 


ordinated.

That would be a severe blow to 
the Red cause and if co-ordinated 
with offensive action in Korea 
and with such moves as, perhaps, 
a naval blockade of Red China 
might produce the pressure that 
would make the Reds glad to get 
the Korean war over with and to 
have peace generally in the Far 
East at least for atime... 
- But the United States, at least 
so far has been unwilling to put 
its own troops in Indochina. One 
of the principal ideas of Dulles, 
and presumably of Eisenhower, 
has been that this country should 
not further extend itself militari- 
ly and, in fact, should get out of 
fighting against a secondary foe 
wherever possible. | 
The only sources for additional 
troops in Indochina, therefore, are 
France and the native states. The 
war has already taken a heavy toll 
of French officers and men and 
many officials in Washington be- 
lieve that it now represents close 
to France’s maximum effort. The 
French are training native troops 
as rapidly as possible, officials 
say, but it probably will be a long 
time before there are enough of 
‘them to support an end-the-war 
offensive. 

The Korea Situation. 

In Korea Eisenhower and _ his 
advisers have several possible 


formation available on their 
thinking and rough planning to- 
day, however, their purpose is to 
put heavy new pressure on the 
Communists, particularly Red 
China, without at the same time 
risking an enlargement of the 
war. This would seem to limit 
them to such moves as an eco- 
nomic or naval blockade of China 
and a limited military thrust in- 
side Korea. 

The belief of United States 
diplomats has long been that 
bombing attacks against targets 
in China would mean all-out war 
between China and the United 
States and possibly between the 
United States and Russia. Allied 
countries such as Britain and 
France have objected to any 
move of this kind. 

The difficulty with Korea is 
that a major offensive there 
would, according to military esti- 
mates, require several more divi- 
sions of American troops. The 
United States is training and arm- 
ing South Korean units at a rate 
of hundreds of men per week but 
it will be many months before 
the additional thousands necessary 
to form a whole new division 
would become available. 

Stalin’s expression of interest 
in ending the Korean war does 
not seem to change the basic 
problems in that or other areas 
of the Far East with which the 
Eisenhower administration must 
come to grips as soon as it takes 
office.

Patriarch of Venice II] for 
Some Time; Sacred Col- 
lege Below Quota. 


VENICE, Italy (Sunday), Dec. 
28 (AP)—Cardinal-designate Car- 
lo Agostini, patriarch of Venice, 
died here today. 

Agostini, one of 24 newly des- 
ignated cardinals, had been ill for 
some time with leukemia. He re- 
ceived the last rites of the church 
on’Dec. 17. The next day he re- 
ceived a special telegram-of bless- 
ing from Pope Pius XII. 

Agostini was born in April 1888 
at Saint Martino de Lupari, near 
Treviso, in northern Italy. 

His death will leave the sacred 
college one short of its full quota 
of 70 after the consistory set by 
the Pope for Jan. 12 to induct 
the new cardinals. 

In 1946, when the Pope created 
32 cardinals, the death of Car- 
dinal Pietro Boetto two weeks be- 
fore the consistory also prevented 
the college from having its full 
complement. Because of deaths 
prior to the other consistories, 
the college has not had its full 
number of 70 in at least 200 
years.

Session Limited to 5 


Months — Recodifying 
Election Laws, Perma- 
nent Cjty Earnings Tax 


Among Issues.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 27.— 

A comprehensive legislative pro- 


gram, involving major problems | 
of state and local interest awaits 


Missouri's Sixty-seventh General 
Assembly when it convenes here 
Jan. 7 for a regular session lim- 
ited to five months. 

On the state level, the new 
Legislature will be called upon 
to recodify election iaws and 
modernize voting procedures, 
make far-reaching decisions af- 
fecting the state's educational 
and health programs, approve 
further criminal code _ revision 
and decide whether Missouri is 
to turn to toll roads to help solve 
its highway problems. 

Of special'interest to St. Louis 
will be bills to make the city 
earnings tax a permanent rather 
than a temporary source of mu- 
nicipal revenue, to put the city’s 
public schools under the unit 
control system, and to liberalize 
the teacher and police pension 
systems. The Legislature also 
will be asked to approve another 
police pay increase. 

Proposals By Donnelly. 

Other matters calling for ac- 
tion by the General Assembly 
will be recommended by Gov. 
elect Phil M. Donnelly in his 
inaugural address Jan. 12. Ma- 
jor, points in his administrative 
program will not be announced 
in advance of his message to the 
Legislature. 

The new assembly's task will 
be complicated by the require- 
ment that it complete its work by 
May 31. The five-month limita- 
tion on regular sessions will’ be 
imposed for the first time, un- 
der a constitutional amendment 
adopted by the voters in the No- 
vember general election. 

This will necessitate a sharp 
change in the legislative work 
‘schedule, For the last 16 years 
‘the legislatures have been daw- 
‘dling through sessions which pees 
‘ed up to two years, working only 
‘two or three days a week and 
‘taking frequent recesses. 

The 1951-52 Legislature took 16 
‘months to do its job. The 1935 
General Assembly was the last 
one to quit within five: months. 
It met Jan. 2 and adjourned May 
29, after passing 133 bills. 

5-Day Week Proposed. 

Leaders of the new Republican 
House of Representatives have 
proposed a five-day work week 
for the coming session as a méans 
of meeting the May 31 deadline. 
The Senate has not mapped its 
plans yet, but leaders will at- 
tempt to obtain approval of an 
extended work schedule. 

The Legislature will be under 
divided political control for the 
first time since 1929. The Sen- 
ate will be Democratic by an 
18 to 16 margin. The House will 
be controlled by the Republicans, 
85 to 70, with two seats vacant. 

The vacancies will be filled at 
special electiohs next month. Both 
seats are likely to be captured by 
Democrats. 

One of the most urgent tasks 
confronting the new assembly is 
to overhaul Missouri’s hodge- 
podge election laws. A _ special 
commission set up by the last 
Legislature has been studying 
needed revisions and will submit 
a series of recommended changes 
to the 1953 session. 


A major goal is an enabling act 
permitting any city or county to 
use voting machines. 

Another recommendation is for 
establishment of a blanket ‘pri- 
mary ballot, listing all party bal- 
lots on a single sheet. This will 
make it unnecessary for voters to 
disclose their politics by asking 
for a specific party ballot at the 
polls during primary elections. 

Shift en Primaries. 

The commission also will sug- 
gest that the primary election 
date be shifted from the second 


Tuesday in August to the second 


Tuesday in June, An independent 
recommendation will be made to 


hold primary elections early in 


September, 


Another determined effort is to 
be made to abolish the state's 
long - standing policy of separate 
schools for Negro and white chil- 
A plan proposed by a 

e 
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Study of Education would permit 
any school district to end school 
segregation by a majority vote of 
its residents. 


Similar proposals have been 
killed in recent sessions. Legisla- 
tive action this time is likely to 
depend largely on the forthcom- 
ing United States Supreme Court 
decision in a suit attacking the 
segregated school system, pro- 
vided the ruling is handed down 
before the session ends. 


Bills also will be introduced to 
increase teachers pay and retire- 
ment benefits and to improve 
teaching standards, as recom- 
mended by the commission. 


Further revision and modern- 
ization of the criminal code, 
started last session, will be sought 
in the new session. 


A major bill wil] propose rigid 
state regulation wire-tapping 
by law enforcement officials. The 
need. for such legislation is 
prompted by the recent ruling of 
the United States Supreme Court 


that evidence obtained by wire- 


tapping is admissible in state 
courts. 

Other measures will be offered 
to strengthen Missouri statutes 
dealing with theft and the ille- 
gal traffic in narcotics. Another 
proposal would amend the new 
state driver’s license law to per- 
mit suspension of licenses for 
first offenses in aggravated cases 


‘of careless and reckless driving. 


The state highway problem, a 
major issue in the last Legisla- 
ture, will come wefore the new 
assembly. Although the state gas- 
oline tax was increased this year 
to provide additional revenues to 
construct and maintain roads, 
some highway planners feel that 
Missouri cannot do an adequate 
job unless toll roads are author 
ized. ! 
Quinn to Offer Bill. 


Senator William M. Qujnn of 
Maywood, co-chairman of a group 
which has been studying. this 
matter, will introduce a measure 
authorizing the state to construct 
major highways financed by reve- 
n bonds, which would be ‘re- 
tired solely from tolls. 
Representative Lester A. Von- | 
derschmidt of Mound City, Speak- | 
er-designate of the House, re- 
ported that the state mental hos- 
pital program will be reviewed 
to ascertain steps necessary to im- 
prove facilities and ‘treatment of 
patients. The aim, he said, is to 
place greater emphasis on re- 
habilitation of the mentally ill. 

Labor legislation will come be- 
fore the legislators again, but it 
is not likely to be a major issue 
as in previous sessions. A bill to 
repeal the controversial King- 
Thompson utility anti-strike law 
may be sponsored by union 
groups, but there is little likeli- 
hood the measure will be ser- 
iously considered. 

The law was passed by the 1947 
Republican-controlled Legislature 
on recommendation of Gov. Don- 
nelly, a Democrat. Efforts to re- 
peal the act in subsequent Demo- 
cratic-controlled assemblies failed, 
so it is not likely that a repealer 
will be approved this time with 
a Republican House and Donnelly 
back in the Governor’s office. 

Amendments te Be Considered. 


However, Vonderschmidt said 
amendments to the act will be 
considered. These will relate to 
the stringent penalty sections, 
which have prompted strong labor 
opposition to the law, and to a 
proposal to clarify the state’s lia- 
bility for damages and injuries 
incurred during the period a util- 
‘ity is under state seizure.

‘Bolero’ and Other Works 
But Audience Is Small.

at Kiel Auditorium Opera House 
last night after winning new 
honors on a recent 19-day tour 


glowing reports of 
which preceded the 
home from its tour apparently 
stirred up little interest in last 
evening’s program. The audience 
seemed to fill little more than 
half thé hall. 

Perhaps the program had some- 
thing to do with it, for it wasn’t 
the most attractive all-orchestral 
evening ever offered. Berlioz’s 
“Roman Carnival” overture, Ra- 
vel’s “Bolero” and even Strauss’s 
tone poem “Death and Transfig- 
uration” might well be classified 
as the meat-bread-and-potatoes 
fare of “pop” concerts. It seemed 
a shame to waste the excellent 
performance of the musicians and 
the brilliant conducting of Vladi- 
mir Golschmannwn such numbers 
as these for a program that could 
have been a real drawing card in 
this holiday season. 

The program lost some of its 
attractiveness earlier this week 
when the music of Tibor Hor- 
sanyi’s “Dance Variees,” which 
was to be given its first American 
performance, arrived too late. 
The Strauss was substituted. 

Last evening, however, was not 
without its rewards — Mozart’s 
Concertante Quartet for Oboe, 
Clarinet, Bassoon and Horn, and 
Bach’s Suite No. 3 in D Major. 
Soloists for the Mozart work were 
Leonard Arner, oboe; Ear] Bates, 
clarinet; Edward Murphy, horn, 
and Normgn Herzberg, bassoon, 
Technical precision, rhythmic ac- 
curacy and intonation, and ex- 
pressive freedom were evident 
throughout. The seldom-heard 
work devotes most of its beautiful 
songs to the oboe, and Arner car- 
ried them off with real charm and 
character. Murphy, Incidentally, 
was doing a repeat performance: 
He was a member of the quartet 
which played this work for its 
only previous St. Louis program- 
ming, back in 1933. 

The Bach seemed to nestle deep 
in Conductor Golschmann’s affec- 
tions. He gave it a welling song 
quality, plus. sturdiness, two- 
fisted energy and jollity to the 
dance movements. The celebrated 
Air—better known as “Air for 
the G String’—was fortunately 
allowed to speak for itself instead 
of being over-sentimentalized.

COMPARES U.S., SOVIET 
SCIENCE MANPOWER 


Research Council’s , Director 
Says Both Doubled Staffs 
Since’ 1940. 


The United States now has 
twice as many scientists as it had 
in 1940, but Soviet Russia like- 
wise has doubled its scientific 
manpower, the American Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of 
Science was informed here yes- 
terday. . 


The comparison was made by 
Dael Wolfle of Washington, D.C., 
director of the Commission on 
Human Resources and Advanced 
Training of the Associated Re- 
search Councils. 


“‘We can take considerable sat- 
isfaction in the amount by which 
we have expanded our own scien- 
tific resources in the past dozen 
years,” Wolfle said, “but the 
U.S.S.R. can take as much sSatis- 
faction in its efforts. 


“The comparison gives no 
ground for complacency that we 
have insured our continuing sci- 
entific superiority.” 


Wolfle, a psychologist, said 
there are about 200,000 scientists 
working in the United States, not 
including physicians, engineers 
and members of certain other 
professional groups. The total in- 
cludes 46,400 persons who hold 
doctor’s degrees in one of the 
sciences and are less than 70 
years of age. 


Of the 200,000 scientists, Wolfle 
added, half are chemists, a quar- 
ter are biologists or agricultural 
scientists, and the rest are in 
physics, mathematics, psychology 
and other fields. 


“Among the manpower short- 
tages,” he declared, “the most 
critical of all has seemed to be 
the ‘shortage of comparatively 
young scientists, a few years past 
the Ph.D. degree, with good train- 
ing and enough experience so 
that they were coming into their 
most productive years of individ- 
ual research or as leaders of re- 
search groups. This shortage is 
easy to explain. There was a 
marked reduction in the number 


of doctor’s degrees granted dur- 
ing the war years.”

Another speaker, Joseph B.| 
Quig of E. I. du Pont de Nemours 
& Co., said future advances in the 
field of synthetic fibers would 
probably be minor modifications 
to improve dyeability and proces- 
sing. 

“Introduction of new fibers with 
distinctive properties is rare and 
is becoming increasingly less 
likely,” he «aid. 

Quig pointed out that the new 
synthetic fibers, made largely 
from petroleum or natural gas, 
are characterized by high strength, 
low moisture absorption, chemical 
inertness, launderability and im- 
munity to microbiological attack.

Variables for Human 


Use of higher mathematics to 
improve performance of the “man- 
machine team” in industry and 
war was urged here yesterday by 
George L. Kreezer, Washington 
University associate professor of 
psychology. 

Kreezer, whose formulas were 
developed’ in wartime govern- 
mental research at Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, addressed 
a section meeting of the Ameri- 
ean Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science convention at 
Kiel Auditorium. 


Into the complex formulas that 
predict performance of machines, 
variables may be introduced to 
sllow for human characteristics, 
he said. These include a meas- 
urable reaction-time as well as 
other qualities of performance. 

Improved operation can then 
be obtained either by redesign of 
machinery or screening of person- 
nel, Kreezer said. Substitution 
of mathematics for wasteful trial- 
and-error methods would make 
for maximum economy, he said.

The central theory for cen- 
turies; familiar to the layman 
from Shakespeare, was that ill- 
ness of mind or body was a gen- 
eral cofidition of the body fluids, 
or “humors, and that bleeding or 
other ways of getting rid of im- 
pure fluids would help to cure all 
sufferers. Society at that time 
barred most investigation and ex- 
perimentation. 

Between 1650 and 1800, medical 
thought, aided by surgery, shifted 
to the concept of distinct diseases, 
Dr. Shryock continued. In the 
last century, a number of specific 
causes and cures were ascer- 
tained, but this tendency was 
carried too far, he indicated. 

“The nineteenth-century tend- 
ency to focus all-attention on spe- 
cific diseases, defined in terms 
of a localized pathology, is now 
viewed as too extreme,” he said. 
“‘Medical scientists came to be 


‘more interested in diseases as 


such—in cases—than in the pa- 
tients as total human beings. 
“Evidence has accumulated 
since 1900 that the older physi- 
cians were at least partly right 
in that they viewed the body as 
a whole, instead of simply focus- 
ing on particular parts; they 
thought of the patient as a per- 
sonality, influenced by mental as 
well as physical (somatic) condi- 
tions, and they related this per- 
son to his social efivironment, 
“Current medicine is striving to 
recover these viewpoints, and to

“In the recent development of 
the sulfa-drugs and antibiotics, 
and more especially of cortisone 
and ACTH therapy, a more com- 
plete return to the outléok of a 
generalized, systemic pathology 
has been suggested. The first re- 
action seems to have been the 
thought that if certain drugs 
could ‘cure’ many apparently dis- 
tinct diseases, all of the latter 
must really have some underly- 
ing pathology in common; that is, 
they were not really specific at 
all. 

“To some contemporary medi- 
cal men, the latter outlook seems 
an entirely new concept; which is 
natural enough in case their per- 
spective is limited to the last 
hundred years. The historical 
background, however, provides 
protection against such extreme 
awe for the accomplishments of 
our own generation. The clinical 
evidence, as well as the historical, 
suggests caution here.”

President-Elect’s Selection of Assistants Follows Pattern of| 


Truman, Difference Being More in Personnel Than in 
Practice — Army Chain-of-Command Principle to Be 
Tested — Gov. Sherman Adams in Key Position.

( HANGES in the Executive Office staff when Dwight D. Eisenhower moves into| 
the greatest change stemming from the new President's personality, working}: : 


habits and campaign experiences. _ 

As a former five-star general, Eisenhower 
has been accustomed to delegation of au- 
thority—and responsibility—through a chain 
of command. This military organization, how- 
ever, can be applied to the highest civilian, 
political office only to a limited degree. He 
will find, as the Gridiron Club said this 
month, “This Ain’t the Army, Mr. Ike.” 


Although much has been written about 
Eisenhower’s determination to bring busi- 
ness and military efficiency into the Presi- 
dent’s office, indica- 
tions are that the 
organization setup 
will be about the 
same as that orig- 
inated by President 
Roosevelt and ex- 
panded by President 
Truman. The change 
from Truman to 
Eisenhower will, of 
course, be the major 
one. 

After that the sub- 
stitution of Sherman 
Adams as Assistant 
to the President in 
place of John R, 
Steelman, who has 
been “the Assistant 
to the President” for 
six years, will have 
repercussions 
throughout the ene 
tire executive branch 
of the Government. 

The other substi- 
tutions will be Re- 
publican Arthur H. 
Vandenberg Jr., for 
Matt Connelly as ap- 
pointments secretary; Thomas E. Stephens in 
place of Charles S. Murphy as special coun- 
sel; James C. Hagerty as press secretary in 
place of Roger Tubby; and Emmet J. Hughes 
and Dr. Gabriel Hauge as administrative 
assistants for Donald S. Dawson and David 
H. Stowe. 

Six administrative assistants are author- 
ized by law, so Eisenhower has four more 
such appointments to make. These will be 
speech-writers and troubleshooters. 

Maj. Gen. Wilton B. Persons, US.A., 
retired, who was for years the Pentagon's 
liaison officer with Congress, probably will 
be the White House go-between with Capitol 
Hill instead of Joseph G. Feeney. 

The chief clerkship, traditionally a career 
job, is likely to remain so. It has been held 
for years by William J. Hopkins. 


All Campaign Associates. 

In recruiting his White House staff, Eisen- 
hower has drawn entirely from men asso- 
ciated with him during the campaign, the 
top job of assistant going to Adams, who 
was an original Ike booster before Chicago. 

At present a private firm of management 
consultants, McKenzie & Co., of New York 
and other principal cities, is making a pre- 
liminary private study of the White House 
staff for the Eisenhower people and its rec-

Whatever this survey ultimately develops, 
Eisenhower's personality and working habits 
will set the tone and tempo for his imme- 
diate subordinates, with Adams his general 
overseer or executive vice president.

Both prominently displayed | 
on their desks a sign, “The Buck Stops | 
Here,” meaning that the President had to 
make the final decisions. Both had their 
baskets on their desk piled high with unread 
letters, reports and unfinished business. 
Both made preparation and analysis of the 
voluminous and detailed budget estimates a 
personal responsibility. Both delighted in 
seeing nongovernmental callers during the 
day and were thus forced to do much of 
their own governmental work at night. 

Eisenhower is more likely to be like Presi- 
dent Coolidge, who insisted on his subordi- 
nates settling their controversies and bring- 
ing him a final report. As a military man, 
he has learned to delegate authority and 
trust his subordinates to do their jobs. 

It will be interesting to see whether this 
technique can be applied to the Presidency, 
where the man in the White House is not 
only the Chief Executive and Commander- 
in-Chief of the Armed Service but is also 
responsible for the nation’s foreign policy 
and is the leader of the majority political 
party. 

One duty of an army chief of staff is to 
keep as much work as possible from his com- 
mander by warding off unwanted visitors 
and by solving whatever problems that do 
not need the Big Man’s personal attention. 

Adams was able to do this during the 
campaign. Eisenhower said that he was the 
best co-ordinator of anybody he had met 
during the political show.

GEN. PHILLIPS 


Syngman Khee---Patriot and Problem |

the indomitable 77-year-old president 


D of the Republic of Korea, is our greatest individual asset in Korea and at the 
same time one of the most difficult problems for the United Nations commanders. 
The president, whose adult life inspite of torture and imprisonment,” has 


been devoted to gaining freedom for Korea, first from the Japanese and now 
from the Communists, has only one objective still — unification and _  in- 
dependence. 


This at times brings him into opposition 
with the policies of the United Nations 
and Generals Clark and Van Fleet, who 
must carry them out. 


On the other hand, the president is the 
living symbol of the aspirations of all 
Koreans. He is tesponsible for the un- 
shakable morale of the people in spite of 
the destruction and misery of war. He 
inspires and animates the “ROK troops 
who now are proving their quality after a 
poor start with inadequate equipment and 
training. 

Dr. Rhee’s differences with the United 
Nations policies stem primarily from his 
insistence on the immediate conquest of 
North Korea. 

This reporter, in an interview for the 
Post-Dispatch, discussed these questions 
with the president in detail. 


For Drive to the Yalu. 


Dr. Rhee was asked: “It does not seem 
possible, with the forces available, to drive 
to the Yalu. It might be possible to reach 
the thirty-ninth parallel (roughly the line 
Wonsan-Pyonyang) but here our troops 
would be subject to Red air attack. Under 
these conditions would not acceptance of 
a stalemate on the present line be prefer- 
able to a stalemate farther north?” 


The answer was quite definite. 


“I disagree with your analysis,” the 


president replied. “The hardest part of the — 


battle to achieve military victory would 
be to break through and flank the present 
battle line of the Communists, which has 
become so strongly intrenched during the 
truce talks. Once the line is breached, 
going on to the Yalu would be less diffi- 
cult.” 


The president suggested to Gen. Eisen- 
hower that an offensive was necessary to 
break the current stalemate. He did not 
urge a drive to the Yalu, saying that 
Eisenhower knew that was what all Ko- 
reans wanted. It is apparent from his 
statement, however, that he believes the 
offensive, once undertaken, could reach 
the Yalu. 


The president admits there might be a 
stalemate along the Yalu. “However,” he 
said, “a stalemate there is infinitely prefer- 
able to one on the present battleline for 
the following reasons: 


“1. It would restore to the Korean people 
the great resources of the north and there- 
by would make it possible for us to become 
economically self-sustaining after rehabili- 
tation. 3 

“2. The Yalu river, Everwhite mountains 
and Tumen river form a line much more 
easily defensible than the present battle- 
line, even though it is longer. In the 
course of our four thousand years of 
history this became our natural boundary, 
not accidentally, but precisely because it 
is the natural defensive line of our nation. 


“3. The world-wide psychological effects 
of a military victery over Communist ag- 
gression would be vastly different and 
more helpful than the effects of a stale- 
mate.” 


U.N. Chiefs Not So Optimistic. 


The president’s optimism about driving 
to the Yalu, once the front is broken, is 
not shared ,.by our military commanders. 
They point to the fact that 60 per cent of 
the Red troops are behind the line and in 
reserve, and so located that they are 
prepared to meet an amphibious landing 
or to mass against a breakthrough. They 
consider our military ground and air 
resources inadequate for a major offensive, 
Their feeling is that the best we can do, 
short of an all-out effort, is to make the 
war so costly that the Reds will agree 
to an armistice. 


When asked whether an offensive toward 
the Yalu would not bring the Soviet Union 
into the war, Dr. Rhee replied: “If the 
Soviet Union did not enter the war when 
we went to the Yalu before, why should 
it be different now? World war III cannot 
be avoided unless the leaders in the Krem- 
lin are convinced the free world will resist 
any aggression.” 


Far trom believing that an offensive 
might bri::g on the third world war, Rhee 
believes that it offers:the best hope of 
avoiding jt. 

“What the peoples of the world need to 
know beyond any doubt,” he said, “is that 
the United States, the citadel of world 
freedom, cannot be defeated. Once this 
conviction penetrates behind the Iron Cur- 
tain, the Communist empire will begin to 
crumble from within. Similarly, once this 
conviction spreads throughout the free 
world, Communist victories by propaganda 
and subversion will cease.” 

“This appears to me,” he said, “to be 
war III. though, admittedly, this result 
cannot be guaranteed.” 


Dr. Rhee has very definite objections to 
using Chinese Nationalist troops in Korea..

Specifically, he listed his reasons for not 
using Chinese Nationalists as follows: 

“1. It would make Korea the locale of 
the Chinese civil war. 


“2. Introducing Chinese troops might 
open the dcor to use of Japanese (whom 
the Koreans consider worse enemies than 
the Communists). 


“3. The Chinese Nationalist government 
prefers to use troops for landing on the 
coast of China. (Verification of this state- 
ment was obtained from Nationalist offi- 
cials in Formosa.) 


“4. The Republic of Korea government 
believes such coastal landing of Chinese 
troops .would have far more value than 
use of these troops in Korea.” (The Chi- 
nese Nationalist military authorities believe 
they can tie down 200,000 Red Chinese 
troops along the coast if permitted to raid 
the mainland.) 


How Many ROK Soldiers? 


The president was asked for an estimate 
of the number of troops that South Korea 
could ultimately furnish. 


“The census of 1949,” he replied, “shows 
over three million males between the ages 
of 19-40. By dropping the age level down 
to 18, several hundred thousand more 
would be included. Even with a rejection 
rate of one third (which is ¢he present 
approximate figure), this would provide a 
minimum of two million.” 


These figures are considered too opti- 
mistic by our military authorities in Tokyo 
and Seoul, but they do believe, variously, 
that South Korean forces can be increased 
from fifty to one hundred per cent without 
serious dilution of quality. Historically, 
nations have often been able to put 10 
per cent of their population under arms. 
This would amount to 2,200,000. in South 
Korea. It is apparent that the Republic of 
Korea can, and is anxious to, make a 
substantially greater manpower effort. 


The president was then asked whether 
the ROK army could eventually hold the 
entire front Jinec, with the U.N. forces in 
reserve. 


“This is the aim of the Korean govern- 
ment,” he replied. “It should be accom- 
plished just as fast as new recruits can be 
trained and é@quipped to take over the 
whole duty of defending their nation. Self- 
defense is the first duty of a sovereign 
nation.” 


As for withdrawal of United Nations 
troops, the president does not believe 
“there should be any withdrawal until the 
objectives of the U.N. in Korea have been 
accomplisned.” 


And he added: 


“After the Yalu river line is established 
as the bourdary of Korea once again, the 
ROK army should be developed as rapidly 
as possible to hold the line with its own 
manpower, supplemented by U.N. air and 
naval support.” 


Dr. Rhee will resist with every ounce 
of his ehergy any solution which does not 
unite all, Korea. He would not accept a 
cease-fire on thetpresent line even though 
the U.N. retained as an ultimate objective 
the unification of all Korea under the 
Republic of Korea. 

“An objective is meaningful,” he de- 
clared, “only in terms of the means used 
to achieve st. There would be little mean- 
ing in a declaration that the goal is re- 
tained but the essential means are aban- 
doned.” ; 

If all foreign forces were withdrawn 
from both north and south Korea and the 
U.N. prevented any aggressive power from 
helping North Korean Communists, Dr. 
, Rhee believes “there would be no problem 
at all in achieving re-unification.” 

“Most of the people of North Korea,” 
he adds, ‘“‘and many of the soldiers in the 
northern army would support the Repub- 
lic of Korea if given a chance.” . 

He believes “this has already been

For the future, Dr. Rhee still fears 
Japan. When asked if he would support 
a Pacific Pact similar to the North At- 
lantic Pact, he replied: 


“The purpose of a Pacific pact would 
be to increase the security of the Pacific 
area. This can best be done, not by re- 
building the economic and military su- 
premacy of Japan, but by the establish- 
ment of a balanced power in this area. 
For this reason I believe: (1) That Korean 
forces should be maintained on a parity 
with those of Japan: and (2) That the 
United States should sign a mutual de- 
fense treaty with Korea, similar to the 
one already signed with Japan, Australia, 
New Zealand and the Philippines. Had 
such a pact been signed three years ago, 
there would have been no war here.” 


The Pacific pact, the president believes, 
“should realistically be directed against 
Communism aggression.” He would ini- 
tiate such a pact “with the free Pacific 
nations now ‘engaged in‘ fighting against 
Communist aggression in Korea.” Other 
nations could be admitted when they 
outlaw the Communist party and in other 
ways make perfectly plain their deter- 
mination to fight Communism until its 
imperialistic ambitions are defeated, 


Rhee Will Fight Implacably. 


Rhee will fight for these ideas impla- 
cably and with all the persistence and 
courage which have characterized his life- 
long fight for freedom. “We cannot stand 
a stalemate for another year,” he declared, 


Dr. Rhee is a small man, with an ap- 
pearance of frailness that is belied by his 
intense vitality. He stood for an hour 
and 15 minutes at a press conference 
answering clearly and unequivocally every 
question posed by about a hundred Amer- 
ican and foreign correspondents. 


His face is brown and he keeps his 
white hair closely cut. His erect bearing 
and vigorous walk show the results of 
exercise. In spite of his 77 years he 
still plays tennis and takes long walks. 


Descended, through his father, from the 
Ri dynasty which ruled Korea from 1486 
to 1910, he was prepared in youth for 
high government office. To this end he 
received a classical Chinese education. 


Unable to learn English in Chinese or 
Korean schools, he enrolled in a Meth- 
odist mission school in Seoul. The Meth- 
odist school gave him his. first insight into 
the ideas of democracy. As a result he 
joined the Independence Club in 1894, 
which pressed for democratic reforms 
under the Korean monarchy and the 
elimination of Japanese influence in the 
government. 


In 1897, Rhee led a mass demonstration 
of students. As a result, he was impris- 
oned and subjected to six months of tor- 
ture. During this period he became a 
Christian convert. Since the days of his

The next six years were spent in the 
United States, where he reveived a B.A.

Returned to Korea in 1910. 


Returning to Korea in 1910, Rhee re- 
newed his political activities and was 
forced to flee the country, going to 
Hawaii, where he founded the Korean 
Methodist Church and the Korean Chris- 
tian Institute, whici: he directed until 
1939.

A group of refugee Korean patriots 
formed a Korean provisional government- 
in-exile in 1919 and Rhee was unani- 
mously elected president. He held this 
post until 1941. During World War II 
the group attempted to obtain recognition 
as the “diplomatic agency of the exiled 
Korean republic,” but was unsuccessful. 


Rhee was elected in July 1948 by the 
Korean National Assembly as first presi- 
dent of the Republic of Korea. Since 
that time he has devoted himself to the 
unification of his country. 


It was American fears that he might 
attempt to conquer North Korea by mili- 
tary action that led the United States to 
limit the arms and training of the South 
Korean army so that it could deal only 
with internal disturbances. 


Dr. Rhee is an outstanding personality, 
resulting from the combination of oriental 
and western education and living. He is 
a convinced believer in democracy, but 
finds it necessary in the new republic of 
Korea to evade some democratic practices 
in the interests of stability. 


He never gave up hope for the freedom 
of his country under 35 years of Japanese

‘I should think that 
if we can get backers or guarantors who 
would guarantee a season such as the 
Municipal Opera (which. is actually a 
misnomer) we might be able to extend 
or even eclipse our prestige throughout 
the nation through the medium of 
opera, as we have done with our local 
season in Forest Park, whatever that is. 

At any rate I am still talking about 
opera, not local symphonic and choral 
effort.

The Will and Power of Democracy in 1953 ~ 


HE Fitzpatrick gallery which adorns the borders 
t of this page is our commentary-on 1952. Ifyou 

will let yourself go as you walk through the 
months with Fitz, you can recapture the flavor of 
the year*with extraordinary vividness. 


There were the Washington scandals, and the 
efforts at governmental reform which followed; the 
pre-convention maneuvers, with each party drafting 
a candidate when others were quite willing to serve 
by enlistment; the shattering steel strike; the pain- 
ful disillusionment over Korean truce negotiations; 
the party conventions, and the high drama of the 
presidential campaign. 

As for the year about tg begin, we make no fore- 
casts, no pretentious readings of doom or triumph. 
We would not be too greatly surprised if 12 months 
from now the basic essentials of this country, this 
world and this time remain pretty much what they 
are today. 3 

A society, like a human being, is the cumulative 
product of its experience, and the weight of its past 
progressively conditions the possibilities of change 
in a limited period of the future. But the possibili- 
ties are always there. They are sometimes realized. 
And it is these marginal mutations, the unpredict- 
able variations from the old norm, the surprising 
and exciting and altogether unpatterned fulfillment 
of new potentials in man and the world, that make 
it possible to approach each new year with zest and 
anticipation. : 

There is no question as to where the greatest 
possibility for advancement of humanity lies in this 
vear 1953. It lies in the achievement of peace. But 
the unfortunate fact of our age is that peace has 
become almost a cliche, an orator’s tired word that 
fails to evoke meaning. Peace, peace, peace. The 
word is suspect, as a propaganda device, when ut- 
tered by some. Uttered by others, it carries no per- 
suasive ring. It has become a catchword to smother 
with vague emotions the cool and rational views that 
must prevail if peace is to become attainable.

N ONE SENSE, to set forth peace as the objec- 

tive is to set the sights too high. For peace is a 

consequence of many conditions, over some of 
which neither the individual nor the society in which 
he lives has full control. -With the best intentions, 
peace cannot always be had because somebody else’s 
intentions may not permit it. When there are two 
disputants, it takes two to make peace. 

Recognizing this obvious fact, we still must steer 
clear of a common failing—the concentration of at- 
tention exclusively upon the other fellow. It is so 
easy to take refuge in the conviction that we are 
virtuous, not he; to say that if he would only con- 
form.to our*own good purposes, the problem would 
be solved. 

This surely is the situation which now confronts 
us with respect to the Russians. We have become so 
intensely preoccupied with the Kremlin’s evil ways 
and evil ends that we find it hard to think of any- 
thing else. The record of Soviet Russia’s duplicity, 
its amorality, its imperialistic lust for power, justi- 
fies what we think of its government and the con- 
scienceless dictatorship behind it. But however bad 
the record is, we of the West cannot change it. Nor 
ean we reform the Russian character or the Russian 
political system to suit our own desires. 

If peace depended upon doing the Russians over, 
the cause would be hopeless indeed. We must ex- 
pect to live with Communism and with the Soviet 
dictatorship for some time to come. But it does 
not necessarily follow that armed conflict is there- 
fore inevitable. 

The strength of the Western world can be built 
up so intelligently and so competently that no hos- 
tile foree will dare to attack. That is the urgent 
business now being carried forward in our defense 
program and in the Atlantic alliance. 

Secondly, the enemy can be shown that aggres- 
sive acts will be met with resolute resistance. That 
is what we have been doing in Korea, at great cost, 
but at a cost which will be worth while in the ulti- 
mate balance if further aggression is forestalled. 

Looking to our defenses, acting jointly for col- 
lective security against aggression—these are sam- 
ples of the kind of action which can be taken, not 
to reform the Russians or to exorcise the ugly fact 
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of Communism, but to exert influence in those areas 
where’we can hope to be effective. The objective 
strictly speaking is not peace, since peace depends 
upon Soviet intentions ag well as ours. ~ The ob- 
jective is to create, in so far as we have the power 
to do so, conditions in which peace is possible. 


If these efforts tragically fail, we shall have at 
least the satisfaction of knowing that for our own 
part we honestly sought the conditions of peace— 
which is a more enduring satisfaction than the 
knowledge that somebody else did not. 


. = 


T IS NOT only in the area of armed might and 

international diplomacy that America can be ef- 

fective in creating the conditions of peace. The 
world leadership that has been thrust upon us is 
essential to the task, and any hope of retreating to 
an isolationist shell must be abandoned by all who 
are ready to face facts in a dangerous world. But 
we have a third string to our bow, and we would 
betray ourselves if we failed to use it. 


Woodrow Wilson, who was born 96 years ago 
today, saw the situation clearly in an age that was 
superficially but not essentially different from our 
own. In 1920 he told Congress: 

Democracy is an assertion of the right of 
the individual to live and to be treated justly 
as against any attempt on the part of any com- 
bination of individuals to make laws which will 
overburden him or which will destroy his 
equality among his fellows in the matter of 
right or privilege, and I think we all realize 
that the day has come when democracy is being 
put to the final test. 


The old world is just now suffering from a 
wanton rejection of the principle of democracy 
and a substitution of the principle of autocracy 
as asserted in the name but without the au- 
thority and sanction of the multitude. This is 
the time of all others when democracy should 
prove its purity and its spiritual power to pre- 
vail. It is surely the manifest destiny of the 
United States to lead in the attempt to make 
this spirit prevail. 

There are two ways in which the United 
States can assist to accomplish this great object: 
First, by offering the example within her own 
borders of the will and power of democracy to 
néake and enforce laws which are unquestion- 
ably just and which are equal in their adminis- 
tration—laws which secure its full right to labor 
and at the same time safeguard the integrity of 
property, and particularly of the property 
which is devoted to the development of industry 
and the increase of the necessary wealth of the 
world. Second, by standing for right and jus- 
tice as towards individua] nations. ... The 
United States is of necessity the sample de- 
mocracy of the world, and the triumph of de- 
mocracy depends upon its success. 

By offering the example within her own borders 
of the will and. power of democracy....

In two realms above all others the meaning is 
as clear as the meaning of democracy. One is the 
realm of free ideas, another the realm of equality 


before the law.

HALL we in 1953 begin to realize that the sal- 
vation of democracy does not lie in the adoption 


of totalitarian devices for enforcing a dead level | 


of conformity in thought and political action? We 
are properly concerned with the loyalty of leaders 
in high place, rightly determined to insist upon 
faithful dedication to the broad purposes of de- 
mocracy on the part of those who claim to speak 
for us. But one democratic purpose is the en- 
couragement of the widest variation of political 
opinion and expression. Loyalty to democracy in- 
cludes also loyalty to this ideal of free and bold 
utterance. 

When this ideal is violated by the exploitation of 
fear, by the burning at the stake of tribal sacri- 
fices, the victims are net only those whose mouths 
are stopped but those who participate in stopping 
them. The byproduct'‘of repression is the cribbing 
of the human spirit not only in the repressed but 
in the society as a whole. In such a society the spy

and the informer rise to heights of esteem, the look 
over the shoulder becomes the habitual gesture of 
once free men, the dominant mood is one of caution 
and circumspection rather than the creative aban- 
don which fertilizes ideas and enriches the roots of 
freedom. 

It is no trick to support freedom when freedom 
goes unchallenged. What makes the task both 
doubly onerous and doubly worth doing today is 
the very fact that »the enemies of freedom lie in 
wait to confuse and bewilder us, to capitalize upon 
our errors and hound us into betrayal of our own 
creed. For their own purposes these enemies em- 
brace the causes which should be native -to de- 
mocracy, and thereby to many minds the causes 
themselves become tainted. 

To fall into that trap is to play the Communists’ 
game. It is we, not they, who must define the 
issues; We, not they, who must determine what

N 1953 the Supreme Court will hand down its 

decision in the school segregation cases. Without 

undertaking to prophesy what the decision may 
be, it is clear that this opinion may very well present 
the nation with one of the greatest tests of its 
ability to absorb social change within the framé- 
work of a living Constitution. Wise men will be 
preparing themselves for the event. 

It is the essence of a constitutional democracy 
that change does take place. <A constitution: which 
forbade change, a constitution which itself did 
not change by interpretation with the changing 
times, would be a legal strait jacket whose fetters 
would exist only to be broken by violent reaction. 
A Fourteenth Amendment which meant ‘‘separate 
but equal’’ schools in 1896 may and perhaps prop- 
erly should mean unsegregated schools in 1953. If 
such is the will of American society, as expressed by 
our judicial processes, it will be the duty of us 
all to execute that will faithfully and in good heart. 

The case for steady advance toward full equality 
before the law for men of all races and creeds does 
not rest, as frequently asserted, upon a competitive 
need to prove ourselves more devoted to equality 
than somebody else. It is true that a majority of 
the world’s population has skins of a different pig- 
ment from the majority of the American popula- 
tion, and that discrimination in this country there- 
fore reacts against our interests in many places 
overseas. But the real reason for steadily reducing 
the barriers between races is that only thus can we 
be true to ourselves. The characteristic of democ- 
racy is a perpetually widening conception of justice. 
A living democracy always presses on toward new 
frontiers of justice, and we are at this moment 
caught in the great migration toward a broader idea 
of equal citizenship. Let us speed, not stay, the

NLY a sanguine person would say that 1953 is 
0 bound to see progress in both of these crucial 

test areas for democraty—civil liberties and 
civil rights. Regression is not only possible, but ex- 
perience has shown it to be at some junctures more 
probable than advancement. Certainly no man can 
say whether we have yet touched bottom in the 
current cycle of repression and fear. 
say whether the remarkable gains of the last decade 
in the approach to economic and political equality 
are now to be embalmed and laid: away, or are to 
be extended and enhanced. 

What we can be sure of is that the decision rests 
with the people. No overpowering authority, no 
party, no administration, can make the decision 
for us. 

Men at some time are masters of their fates: 

The fault, dear Brutus, is not in our stars, 
But in ourselves that we are underlings. 

Shall we begin to discover, in the coming year, 
the capacity to create the conditions of peace? The 
ability to demand great deeds of ourselves, rather 
than a reformation of others? The courage to set 
our own course by our own creed? The will to 
realize what Woodrow Wilson called the sample 
democracy of the world? The answer depends on 
all of'us, and all of us comes down in the end to 
each of us.

The Good Man a Hero 
ae in New Novel

N her first novel for more 

than 10 years, Marjorie Kin- 
& nan Rawlings offers a hero 
whose sole appeal lies in his 
unspectacular goodness. 
shows a heartening amount of 
self-confidence on her part for 
whereas the reading public has 
not boycotted virtue it has 
shown a preference in recent 
years for more spectacular 
qualities. 

Indeed the good man—in fic- 
tion if not in life—makes a 
stronger bid for popularity if 
his true character is concealed 
by cynicism, bravado or per- 
haps even some _ fascinat- 
ing vice. But Asebel Linden 
has nothing of this sort about 
him. From birth to death he 
works hard, is a devoted hus- 
band, brother and father, a 
generous friend and a farmer 
with a poetic attachment to the 
family acres. He is a good man 
-—and how dull that can be. 
Ase Linden, however, is not 
dull. He is a touching and 
even a heroic figure and Mrs. 
Rawlings’ novel, “The So- 
journer,” which tells the story 
of his life has some of the 
depth and breadth of an epic 
poem.

In his mind he is work- 
ing for Benjamin and is a so- 
journer prepared to surrender 


his lands at any moment. What 


gives meaning to his life is his ~ 


unflagging love for Nellie— 
even though he is fairly certain 
that Nellie always regarded 
him as no more than a substi- 
tute for Benjamin—his tender- 
ness for his younger daughter, 
his friendship for an old Indian 
who taught him the lore of the 
woods when he was a child, and 
a deep understanding between 
him and the leaders of a gypsy 
tribe that show up in the neigh- 
borhood year after year. 

Benjamin never comes home; 
but Ase, after a lifetime of 
waiting goes to Benjamin, in 
the beautifully fold closing 
episode.

HIS biography of the late 

Eva Peron adds to the mul 

titude of words which have 
been written about the fantastic 
life of the glamorous and dan- 
gerous woman who helped rule 
Argentina. While the book adds 
little of a factual nature to the 
story of Evita, it attempts to be 
objective and to interpret the 
motives of the girl who set out 
to make herself indispensable 
to Juan Peron, and Juan in- 
dispensable to his country. 

In straightforward narrative 
it takes Eva Duarte Peron 
through the stages of her dra- 
matic life from an unattractive 
child of poverty-stricken back- 
ground to a gold-digger with a 
voracious appetite for luxury. 
When satiated with finery she 
turned herself into a camera- 
conscious Lady Bountiful. 

A native of Buenos Aires, 
Maria Flores attempts to ex- 
plain the circumstances and the 
character of the country which 
created the Perons. The most

OHN COWPER POWYS in 

his eightieth year has writ- 

ten “The Inmates,” a delight- 
ful novel motivated by his 
awareness of the despair and 
confusion of today’s literature. 
His scene is a lunatic asylum for 
those whose peculiarities and 
strange manias prevent them 
from living in the same world 
in which organized society has 
in less than a half century 
slaughtered and enslaved mil- 
lions of human beings. 


The learned doctor and psy- 
chiatrist who runs the madhouse 
called Glim is a specialist in 
dissecting and torturing dogs to 
discover, like a deranged Pav- 
lov, the secrets of canine souls. 
The attendants, living and labor- 
ing on its extensive grounds, 
are mostly elderly and certain- 
ly half insane; as if they had 
been infected either with the 
unreason of the patients or the 
savagery of the outer world. 
The fact is that Glim is a ref- 
uge rather than a prison, a 
place where oversensitive men 
and women with uncomfortable 
attitudes, strange philosophies 
and patterns of behavior can 
live at peace with eagh other.

For 
us, friendly control of Formosa 
means a continuous chain of 
insular bases from Japan 
through the Ryukyu Islands to 
the Philippines. Furthermore 
with Chiang in charge, it pro- 
vides a headquarters from 
which the Reds ean be harassed 
on the mainland. Bate estimates 
that Nationalist guerrilla activ- 
ity keeps 1,000,000 Communist 
soldiers busy far away from 
Korea and Indochina. (Articles 
in the Post-Dispatch used the 
figure of 500,000 instead of 
1,000,000.)

HE author of this novella

Hemingway pattern of giv-

The author gives us, instead, 
a tale about a young American 
woman attending art classes in 
a small Mexican village. It is 
her first experience away from 
home and she is ridden with 
fears of the unknown.

her rooms in the old Mexican 
casa are invaded by crickets, 
she is overcome with fright and 
revulsion. 

From this point on, the book 
concentrates on the young 
lady’s cricket problem. She 
slaps at them, steps on them, 
and grinding them under her 
heel leaves dark, dirty blotches 
on the floor. Not a pretty pic- 
ture, nor a very necessary one. 

At the height of her despair, 
when she is about to capitulate 
to the ugly little creatures, they 
disappear—back into the un- 
known. 


The jacket blurb indicates a 
deep moral issue is involved— 
conquering the fear of the un- 
known, Well, maybe there is, 
but Miss Hendricks might have 
found a better, at least a more 
esthetic, way of expressing it.

Dr. Bridenbaugh points out that 
this original region had three 
patterns—the Chesapeake soci- 
ety, Carolina society and back 
country.

“Don’t attempt to repair minor 
plaster cracks for the first two 
years after your hdme is built. 
By that time all shrinkage is fin- 
ished and final repairs can be 
made without further expense.”

U.S. ARMY ABROAD 
RECRUITS 484 FROM 
RED-HELD AREAS 


FRANKFURT, Germany, Dec. 
27 (AP)—The United States Army 
has recruited 484 aliens from 11 
countries behind the Iron Cur- 
tain, Army authorities reported 
today. 

This is far short of the goal of 
12,500 set for the experiment 
which lets aliens enter the United 
States Army abroad for the first 
time in history. But the program 
appears to be picking up a little 
speed. In the first year only 220 
recruits were sworn in, while 264 
have been added in the last nine 
months. Hundreds of applications 
e still pending. 

All these volunteers come from 
Communist-ruled countries. 

Poland is the biggest contribu- 
tor to this alien army with 192— 
nearly half the total. The re- 
cruits include 145 Czechoslova- 


kians, 31 Hungarians, 20 Yugo- 
slavs, 18 Latvians, 16 Estonians, 
14 Russians, 13 Bulgarians, 13 Ro- 
manians, nine Ukranians, eight 
Lithuanians, and five _ stateless 
men. Two of the aliens recruited 
were deserters from the Te 
army. 

Thousands more alien ihthees 
could be obtained if the Army 
would lower its qualifying stand- 
ards. More than 6000 aliens have 
applied.

For instance, 
we would eliminate all the hon- 
orable mentions on the ballot. 
It is impossible to name 20 most 
valuable players in the league. 
So we'd cut the ballot list from 
20 to ten. That would leave a 
little leeway, for more than one 
player from each club. 

For instance, if we had been 
voting last September, we 
couldn’t have overlooked Joe 
Black and Peewee Reese of the- 
Dodgers. Both were extremely 
valuable. And in the case of 
the Cardinals, could you leave 
Enos Slaughter or*’Stan Musial 
off your list? 

Members of the voting com- 
mittee should be appointed 
earlier. In years past they fre- 
quently aren't notified until 
late in the season. ,They should 
be considering the most val- 
uable question throughout the 
season. We prefer 24 members 
to eight, because the larger the 
committee, the better cross sec- 
tion of opinion you'll get, with 
proportionately reduced margin 
of error or prejudice. 


We favor a screening ballot, 
to be cast the last day of the 
season, with a later vote on the 
outstanding candidates, say after 
the world series. There’s no 
hurry. 

Members of the voting com- 
mittee should be briefed on the 
responsibility involved and it 
should be stressed that the 
M.V.P. affair is not a popularity 
contest or a political election. 
In other words, just because 
you want Musial to win, don’t 
omit Roberts, Sauer and Black 
from your list, to bolster Stan’s 
chances, 

There shouldn't be any re- 
strictions, such as the necessity 
of having every club in the 


that I have ever seen.”

about him. 

Bascom argues that he didn’t 
lose the fight to Harrison in 
Providence but that he was the 
victim of a very bad decision. 
Accounts of the scrap seem to 
bear out this idea. Still it goes 
into the records as a loss for Wes 
and he has to do something to 
erase it. 

The East St. Louis boxer, who 
was considered a sensation after 
his amateur career, which saw 
him win national and interna- 
tional championships, slumped off 
after a great start in the pro 
ranks.

There was 
some dispute as to the decision 
but it seemed to the writer, at 
least, that Charles made a very 
poor showing that night and cer- 
tainly didn’t deserve to regain 
the title from the aged Walcott. 
Charles fought like he was trying 
to stay the 15 rounds with the 
veteran instead of winning the 
title.

{Korean Stalemate Unrivaled Since! «= 
World War I, Army Report Says 


By GEORGE McARTHUR 
SEOUL (Sunday), Dec. 28 (AP) 
e came to 
Korea in 1952—a deadlock un- 
rivaled since World War I when 
trench warfare on a static front 
brought a dreadful blood-letting 
to western Europe. 

That is the gist of a 3000-word 
summary of 1952 operations made 
public today by the United States 
Eighth Army. : 

The most dangerous strip of 
ground on earth in 1952 was the 
belt of fortified positions that 
across the 
ridges and valleys of torn Korea. 

The Chinese call the strip 
“chien hsien.” United States sol- 
diers call it “the front.” 

The Eighth Army estimated 
that 150,000 Communists — Chi- 


wounded on _ this 
front: in 1952. 

* The blood of thousands of 
American, South Korean and 
United Nations soldiers stained 
the rugged ground in deadly 
struggles. 

The front has hardly shifted a 
yard since Nov. 27, 1951, when 
armistice negotiations at Pan- 
munjom set a 30-day demarca- 
tion line which the United Na- 
tions hoped would become the 
center of a buffer strip during 
an armistice. 

Offensive Would Be Costly. 

The armistice never came. As 
the peace talks dragged on, both 
sides dug in deeper. Now, a 
major offensive through the spi- 
derweb of trenches and bunkers 
would be costly. 

Along the front are such bit- 
terly contested hill fortresses as 
Sniper Ridge, Triangle Hill, Bun- 
ker hill, the Hook, White Horse 
mountain, Big and Little Nori and 
Little Gibraltar. 

Summarizing the year’s fighting 
and the static front, the report 
prepared by the Eighth Army 
briefing officer, Maj. Louis A. 
Breault of Dallas, Tex., concluded: 
“We have to go back to World 
War I to find a counterpart.” 

“In December 1951 the pattern 
of fighting was beginning to 
form,” the report said. “‘The bat- 
tle for the hills and ridges be- 
tween two strong defensive lines 
Was under way.” 

By February it became obvious 
that the Chinese enemy had start- 
ed a creeping offensive, “Digging 
in and inching forward, adding 
a bunker here, strengthening an- 
other there, building forward po- 
sitions as defensible as a main 
line position, bringing huge quan- 
tities of ammunition as far for- 
ward as he could. ... On Finger 
Ridge, we found tunnels, on Sni- 
per Ridge we found caves which 
would hold a company.” 

To stop the creeping offensive, 
Allied soldiers had to go out and 
destroy the new fortifications. 

Through last winter this type 
of warfare continued. The United 
States Fortieth Division arrived 
in Korea and the famed and bat- 
tle wise United States Twenty- 
fourth Division—first in the Ko- 
rean war—left for Japan. 

Another major troop develop- 
ment was brewing with the Re- 
public of Korea soldiers who had 
been regarded as weak links on 
the fighting front. 

On April 1, the Communists 
sent a full battalion of 750 men 
against a hill near Kumsong on 
the east-central front. The hill

The enemy fought back with 
masses of troops, two regiments 
in one assault. One of the con- 
tested positions was a red dirt 
hili soon to be known as Old 
Baldy but the Reds gave up the 
assaults temporarily after two 
weeks of fighting. The month 
cost the Reds 11,000 casualties. 


Reds Step Up Artillery. 


Then the Reds began to open 
up with their own weapons to a 
greater degree. Red artillery 
and mortar rounds had been fall- 
ing at the rate of about 5000 
daily. One day in June the Reds 
cut loose with 18,500 rounds, 
most of it around Old Baldy. 

The following month saw the 
fighting for Old Baldy renewed 
savagely. The United States Sec- 
ond Division relieved the Forty- 
fifth and the Chinese _ struck 
heavily while the relief was be- 
ing made. Swarms of Chinese 
poured over the hill and it was 
lost. Artillery and aircraft worked 
it over, and the Second retook it

“So far during 1952,” the sum- 
mary said, “we have seen the 
enemy constantly increase his 
pressure against Eighth Army po- 
sitions.

New First Lady of Illinois

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Dec. 27. 
LITTLE more than two years 
ago, everything that Shirley 
Breckenridge Stratton knew 

about politics could have been 
jotted down between the pot- 
hooks, on a stenographic note pad. 
Of the two, the pothooks would 
have made more sense to career 
girl Shirley, who had worked her 
way up from stenographer in an 
insurance firm to secretary of 
the corporation and office mana- 
ger. Although she was a nominal 
Republican, her interest in elec- 
tions was confined to reading 
headlines. © 


Today, pretty 29-year-old Shir- 
ley Stratton is about to become 
the first lady ef the state of IIli- 
nois, and probably could qualify 
for a cum laude degree in the 
school of practical politics. As 
wife of Governor-elect William G. 
Stratton, she has had an extensive 
course in campaigning and 
speechmaking, majored in hand- 
shaking and smiling, and had spe- 
cial training in mass feeding, for 
4000 on one occasion, 5000 and 
a live elephant on another. 


If the promotion from begin- 
ner to advanced class has been a 
speedy one, it has not unnerved 
her in the least. Poised, digni- 
fied, a little reserved, Mrs. Strat- 
ton seems as capable of the job 
facing her as if_she’d been train- 
ing for it for years. And there’s 
no doubt that she considers her 
husband the most outstanding II- 
linois Republican since A. Lincoln. 

“One reason I was able to en- 
joy the campaign rather than be 
bothered by it is that he has such 
a calm disposition,” she says of 
her husband. “He has a system 
of weighing everything thorough- 
ly before he makes a decision, 
and, once he makes it, he’s not 
the type to fret over it. I sup- 
pose a political campaign could 
be pretty exhausting with an emo- 
tional, easily upset person, but he 
knows how to take everything in 
his stride and it’s a great asset.”

LTHOUGH she made no 
A speeches and attended only a 
few meetings by herself, Mrs. 
Stratton went along on all the 
trips, including a 5700-mile swing 
around the state during the last 
five weeks of the campaign. 
Along with her enthusiasm for 
her candidate, she is equally elo- 
quent on Stratton statistics. She 
can tell you that her husband is 
“the first governor of Illinois in 
30 years to have had national con- 
gressional experience,” “the 
youngest state officer ever elected 
in Illinois” (“Stephen Douglas was 
appointed,” she adds), and the 
possessor of numerous other po- 
litical achievements. 


She has a good deal to talk 


about because the 38-year-old 


governor-elect has had quite a ca- 
reer, A graduate in political sci- 
ence from the University of Ari- 
zona in 1934, he was chosen the 
outstanding young Republican in 
the country and was just 27 when 
elected one of two Congressmen- 
at-large from Illinois. Two years 
later, in 1942, he was elected state 
treasurer, a state office that is 
voted on every two years. He left 
that office to volunteer for Navy 
duty and was serving on Okina- 
wa when friends began his second 
campaign for Congressman-at- 
large. Illinois had been reduced 
to just one such congressman in 
1946, but he wen again, defeating 
Mrs. Paul Douglas. In 1948 he 
ran unsuccessfully for secretary 
of state, but in 1950 was elected 
treasurer again. Although a Dem- 
ocratic administration was in of- 
fice, he defeated his Democratic 
opponent by 400,000, carrying 95 
out of 102 counties, including 
Cook county. 

It was in the midst of this 
heated race that the Strattons met 
at a dinner party in Chicago. 
Stratton has called the meeting 
“the luckiest thing that ever hap- 
pened to me,” but they’ve both 
been kidded a great deal be- 
cause they don’t remember which 
dinner it was. 

“But you see it was right’ in 
the middle of the campaign,” Mrs. 
Stfatton laughs. “And we have 
so many friends and they give so 
many dinners, we can’t remem- 
ber exactly which one it was.” 


She was working at the time 
at the Reinsurance Agency, Inc., 
175 West Jackson Boulevard, Chi- 
cago, a firm which reinsures in- 
surance companies working main- 
ly with-Lloyd’s of London. Born 
in Chicago, she was one of three 
children. Her mother, a sister, 
and a brother still live there. 
After a secretarial course at 
Northwestern U., she had gone 
to work for the insurance firm as 
a stenographer, soon became sec- 
retary to the president and then 
secretary of the firm in charge of 
the office force. She still keeps 
in touch with some of the girls. 

Both had been married before 
—Stratton has two teen - age 
daughters—so their wedding in 
Springfield was a quiet one. Their 
honeymoon launched the bride 
well into politics: they went to 
Senator Everett Dirksen’s inaug- 
ural in Washington, visited a ses- 
sion of Congress, then returned 
to Springfield for Stratton’s in- 
augural. Since Illinois law re-

quires that state officers main- 
tain a residence in Springfield, 
they took an apartment here in 
addition to their voting residence 
home in Morris, Il. 

Last January when Stratton de- 
cided to run for governor, life 
began to get hectic. The meet- 
ing at which he made his initial 
announcement was attended by 
5000 people with a live elephant 
for atmosphere, and Mrs. Strat- 
ton was kept busy dispensing hot- 
dogs and soft drinks. From Jan- 
uary until April, when Illinois 
holds its primary, they traveled 
the state. Stratton rolled. up 
more votes than all four of his 
opponents combined, also more 
than Governor Stevenson who 
was unopposed on the Democratic 
ticket. From late summer to the 
November election, they traveled 
constantly and Mrs. Stratton en- 
joyed the “wonderful food—ev- 
erybody brings out their prize 
cakes and best salads,” and learn- 
ing new things about Illinois— 
“that we raise cotton, for  in- 
stance.” 

She and her husband were 
both confident of his victory long 
before national pollsters gave 
them a chance. ‘ 

“But then when the magazine 
and newspaper commentators be 
gan listing the key states and 
we'd see Illinois under the ‘doubt-

ful’ or ‘50-50’ celumn, we really 
felt good,” she says. 
They returned to Morris, which 
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is in Grundy county 135 miles 
north of Springfield for election 
day, and it was quite a day. 


“All day long we had 50 or 
75 people around the house,” she 
recalls. “Friends and neighboi's 
from all over the state, one man 
who drove all the way to Spring- 
field to bring us some spaghetti 
he’d made because he thought 
we'd be too busy to prepare food. 
Some of the people stayed a little 
while and some stayed on and on. 

“About five they really began 
coming in, and from then on, 
there were always 200 or more 
around. We didn’t try to serve 
a regular dinner, just set up a 
buffet table and let people help 
themselves all night. There must 
have been 4000 in all who 
dropped by including several 
ministers who stayed on until 4 
a.m. with us. We fixed up a radio 
and press room in the garage, in- 
stalled heat and put tables in 
there. And we had TV sets and 
radios all over the house. There 
were beautiful flowers every- 
where.” 


By 7:30 p.m. Stratton felt as- 
sured of his victory but his wife 
didn’t have a chance to think 
about it. 

“I spent all my time making 
coffte and being sure everyone 
was taken care of,” she says.

How to Manage Business Women

Mice women—business women, 
that is. 


It comes—complete with notes 
on what to do about gossip, tears 
and talk—from the Research In- 
stitute of America. The institute 
is a private research organization 
that analyzes and interprets de- 
velopments affecting business for 
a membership of 30,000 business 
executives and others. 

Both men and women members 
of its staff worked on the memo 
about women after consultation 
with psychiatrists and psycholo- 
gists. 

Here is the gist of it: . 

If you are faced with a flood 
of tears, give the girl an oppor- 
tunity to recover her self-control. 
The tears are generally due to a 
combination of on-the-job and 
personal problems. Let the girl 
know you are available to discuss 
anything she wants to bring up, 
but don’t pry. 

Above all, don't dismiss a 
tearful girl with an off-hand “go 
wash your face: you'll feel bet- 
ter.” Finally, keep in mind that 
some women use tears as a de-

liberate weapon. Don’t 
Whatever .happens, you ‘have to 
maintain your standards. 

When criticizing a woman's 
work, remember that women take 
things personally. Ask a man, 
‘Where did you get this steak?’ 
and he will answer, ‘At Green’s 
meat market.’ Ask his wife the 
same question and she'll answer 
with some emotion: ‘Why, what’s 
wrong with it?’ 
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IN THE BUSINESS WORLD 
such reactions are due partly to 
the fact that women are or the 
defensive; not only because they 
feel as a group that they have to 
prove themselves, but also because 
a woman tends to see almost 
everything in terms of herself. 


In dealing with women, criti- 
cism should always be linked 
closely with encouragement and 
appreciation. Never take a woman 
for granted. Your failure to com- 
ment favorably is likely to be 
interpreted as disapproval. Wom- 
en expect praise in greater quan- 
tities than men do. 

Women, if not as logical as 
men, are sometimes one jump 
ahead in their thinking. This may 
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be women’s intuition, which is 
not as mysterious as it seems. 
Women are extra-sensitive to oth- 
er human beings, observe them 
more carefully than most men do 
and feel their moods. 


Women generally are more in- 
terested in people than things. 
Women’s gossip stems from this 
intense interest in people. The 
interest which women manifest in 
certain things stems from the fact 
that they are people-minded. They 
give attention to their clothes and 
peek in mirrors because they 
value and need the good opinion 
of others. 


The time spent talking in the 
powder room is out of all propor- 
tion to the importance of the sub- 
jects discussed. This kind of ab- 
senteeism during the day is con- 
tagious. If you don’t control it, 
expect it to spread. 

Women are quicker to surpect 
favoritism than are men. When 
a supervisor gives a lot of atten- 
tion to a girl who needs help with 
her work, the other women may 
see very personal motives behind 
it.

The living room has dark 
gray walls, white ceiling, vividly 
patterned draperies in green-red- 
chartreuse, a pair of chartreuse 
love seats, chairs in red, brown, 
and green-yellow floral print 
occasional tables with dark green 
leather tops. 


A wall shelf holds their collec- 
tion of ivory elephants. Accents 
are Chinese, including a hand- 
some lamp, a reproduction of a 
housetop idol, and two paintings 
of Chinese themes, both by an 
Illinois artist, C. R. Pratt of 
Murphysboro. Stratton gave one 
of them to his wife as a gift after 
she had admired it at an art 
exhibit, . 


“He’s thoughtful about birth- 
day$’ and anniversaries and loves 
to bring home presents without 
waiting for an occasion,” she says. 
“He has a habit of finding nice 
surprises for the family.” 


Color snapshots — a hobby of 
Mrs. Stratton’s — are in evi- 
dence, including one of the family 
pet, Major, a 210-pound Great 
Dane, which is amt affectionate, 
and well engqygh behaved to live 
at the apartment occasionally. 
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HERE is a spick-and-span 

white kitchen where Mrs. 

Stratton does her own cook- 
ing. Her husband’s favorite foods 
are stewed chicken and rice, and 
fresh vegetables. Most of the 
Strattons’ social life revolves 
around dinner parties. Mrs. Strat- 
ton plays bridge but rarely has 
time for it, and while they are 
social drinkers, they can’t stay up 
late enough for much partying. 
Mrs. Stratton feels her worst 
habit is incessant coffee drinking, 
which she’ll do indefinitely as 
long as she has someone ne 
like © newspaper reporters, 
match her, cup for cup. 

While the move to the mansion 
will be a change, she doesn't 
feel it’s going to mean much of a 
change in their habits. 


“We've always done a lot of 
entertaining,” she explains, ‘and 
while the mansion is bigger than 
any place we've lived, I feel that 
friendliness and cordial hospital- 
ity are pretty much the same 
regardless of where you live. 


“Also we've made so many 
friends here, we feel at home.

The Strattons attend the First 
Methodist Church in Springfield, 
and Mrs. Stratton is active in 
the church’s Women’s Society of 
Christian Service and in numer- 
ous other kinds of clubs.

' TOKYO, Dec. 27. 


T WAS evening, and the temple seemed empty. Behind a

The place was a monastery 
of the Zen Buddhist sect, one 
of five such places in Kama- 
kura, which is one of the 
many former capitals of 
Japan.

Theirs 
is not a popular religion, but 
they have played a major 
role in forming the Japanese 
character and in developing

rie , each man must seek his own 
salvation by harsh self-discipline, both bodily and mental. 

In a series of poetical aphorisms, they embrace what is 
apparently illogical and nonsensical as the only way of con- 
veying what is humanly inexpressible and of achieving the 
“divine emptiness” which leads to self-revelation and union 
with God. They have more than 20,000 temples in Japan. 
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This temple was both elegant and bare. Its trees 
had been planted, ita rocks arranged and its court- 
yards set in a careful asymmetrical design. High up 
on the hill, in a wall, was a sliding door that was not 
locked. There was another courtyard inside, sur- 
rounded by low buildings with a tall, plain hall at its 
center, In one of the buildings was a monk sitting 
in the middle of an empty floor. He sat beside a 
small pit which held glowing charcoal and he made 
tea in a tiny ‘brass pot and talked about his faith. 
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@ HE INVITED us to attend the Zen hall where the “exer- 
cises” were taking placé. But before we were allowed in, 
we were shown how to enter, how to sit, and made to promise 
not to leave before it was over, not to speak or move. We 
were given flat cushions and grass sandals and we followed 
him across the darkening yard to the hall. 3 

It was quite bare inside, like a schoolroom. Two efectric 
light bulbs hung from the ceiling and gave a yellow light. 
There were 20 monks here, all dressed alike in rusty blue- 
black kimonos, padded round the waist. Their heads were 
shaved and their faces pale. They were arranging themselves 
slowly round the hall on low platforms. We were given places 
on another platform that ran down the center. 
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A bell tinkled. The monks sat eross-legged in 
‘the “lotus position” with their feet on top ef their 
thighs. Another bell rang and they went rigid. 
Their hands were joined in their laps, thumbs touch- 
ing. They sat bolt upright, staring down through 
half-closed eyes, an exact row of men, perfectly 
spaced, all expression banished, absolutely immobile, 
and the room fell into silence. 
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@ THERE WAS no ritual, no chanted prayers. There was 
not even an image of the Buddha. You could hear the trees 
rustling outside; cicadas were shrilling in the darkness. An 
engine hooted a long way away and the night wind blew in 
and out through the open windows and doors. The 20 men, 
some young, some middle-aged, sat as if they were a row of 
carved Buddhas. 

There was one monk who stood at the end of the hall. 
He carried, like a sword over his shoulder, a five-foot length 
of wood that had been flattened and polished. After a little 
he began to pace between the platforms and their rows of 
figures with slow, silent and formal steps. Then suddenly, 
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behind my back, there came the sound of a severe beating; 
no one moved, but the place was filled with the hateful sound 
of the stick moving through the air and landing heavily on 
some part of a man’s body. Yet it just did not seem feasible 
to turn and look. 

Then the monk with the stick came pacing past again and 
a monk who sat opposite me bent forward and bowed as he 
passed. He stopped and bowed back and held out the stick 
in both hands, and the sitting monk lay forward with his head 
between his knees. 

The monk with the stick hit him once in an exploratory 
way across his flattened back and then hit him four times as 
hard as he could, raising the stick high above his head. He 
did the same on the other shoulder, bowed and walked on, 
and the sitting monk sat upright with no change on his face.

These monks were in the middle of an eight-day 
period when they take only three hours’ sleep in 24. 
Almost the whole of their long day was spent sitting 


in this hall, in periods of 40 minutes interrupted by 
breaks of five. ) 
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@ SOMETIMES pains attacked their shoulders and so they 
bowed and asked for a beating to relieve the ache or at least 
to alter it. Sometimes they fell asleep and were awakened 
and beaten for discipline. And we sat there, interrupted three 
or four times by the sounds of blows, and felt completely 
subdued. 

At the end of 40 minutes ther was the sound of a 
wooden clapper, and the monks stretched themselves slowly 
and opened their eyes. No one spoke. We left and began 
the walk down hill, back through the courtyards, past the 
carp ponds whose water was now jet black. 

As we passed the sliding door, the bell sounded again and 
the monks began again to arrange themselves on their plat- 
forms, started again the long process of conquering themselves 


in the way that seems most noble to the Japanese.

HOULD an oyster be cut be-

many other similar small ques- 
tions of etiquette are likely to 
panic the lass taking her first 
steps in the grown-up world. 


Lack of knowledge about any 
sort of social usage causes un- 
certainty and embarrassment, 
handicapping and straining and 
none-too-solid foundations of 
youthful poise. Of course, slips 
in managing unaccustomed foods 
should not be taken seriously by 
the “slipper” or anyone else. 
They are not bad manners in any 
sense but merely an evidence of 
inexperience. 
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SOME OF THE less-usual foods 
that cause consternation to the 
uninitiated are listed below, with 
the customs that are generally 
accepted as right in coping with 
them. 

Artichokes: With your fingers, 
pull off the leaves one at a time, 
dipping each into the sauce be- 
fore eating only the soft end.

Asparagus: Eat the tender end 
with a fork. Sever only a mouth- 
ful at a time from the stalk.

Caviar and pate: Spread on 
toast and eat with the fingers. 
Olives: Never pop a whole olive 
into the mouth except those of 

size and the pitless va- 
riety. Olives with pits should be 
eaten in small bites until only 
the stone is left. 

Oysters and clams on the shell: 
Using an oyster fork, eat whole— 
yes, even the largest varieties! 


Some of the commonest foods 
when correctly served prove a 
challenge to many people. Ice 
cream, served with a fork and 
spoon, should be eaten with the 
fork—only the melted part is 
eaten with the spoon. Whatever 
amount is forked or spooned 
should be taken as one mouthful. 
Never sip it bit by bit. .

GRAPEFRUIT JUICE should be 
extracted from the fruit with a 
spoon—never a squeeze. Grapes 
and cherries should be eaten 
whole and the pits removed with 
the fingers. Any dish served in 
cups, such as custards, should be 
kept on the plate on which it is 
served.

RGANIZED smuggling today 

is big business and one al- 

most as old as government 
itself, 

Since ancient times smugglers 
have secretly imported into coun- 
tries merchandise or other arti- 
cles of value in order to escape 


paying duties-or taxes imposed . 


by law. 

In the United States, the Cus- 
toms Service, one of the old@st 
agencies in the Federal Govern- 
ment, conducts a ceaseless and 


unrelenting war against artful. 


smugglers whose operations date 
back to the beginning of Ameri- 
can history. 

In the old days the smugglers 
operated aboard the slow sailing 
clipper ships but then, as now, 
they attempted to smuggle into 


the country anything and every- 


thing of value. 
Today they travel in huge, 


sleek modern ocean liners; in air- 
planes streaking through the 
skies from foreign countries, and 
in automobiles and trucks across 
United States land frontiers. 


In the future if space travel 
becomes a reality, as the scien- 
tists predict, the smugglers un- 
doubtedly will still be plying 
their illegal trade on an inter- 
planetary scale aboard rocket 
ships, 

The commodities of modern 
smugglers range from parrots to 
platinum, from heroin to hot ta- 
males, from cattle to tiny watch 
movements. They include gold 
and diamonds, cameras and 
ligour, guns and ammunition and 
even airplanes. 


Down through the years the 
smugglers have perfected ingen- 
ious methods of concealing their 
wares in false compartment of 
luggage, hollowed out heels and 
soles of shoes, trick belts worn 
under clothing and other devices. 


From long experience and 
training, however, the  sharp- 
eyed, alert Customs officers have 
learned to detect most such 
methods, although they by no 
means delude themselves that all 
smugglers are apprehended. 


Nevertheless, the files of the’ 


Customs service are filled with 
colorful case histories of smug- 
gling rackets smashed and of mil- 
lions of dollars worth of contra- 
band seized. 
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HE law paving the way for 

the United States Customs 

Service was the second act of 
the first Congress, signed by 
President George Washington in 
New York on July 4, 1789, as the 
young nation was celebrating the 
thirteenth anniversary of its in- 
dependence. 

That was the first tariff act, 
formulated as a means of raising 
revenue by collecting customs 
dutie$ on imports. Machinery for 
its administration followed a few 
weeks later. 


It is an ancient method, proba- 
bly dated back to earliest re- 
corded times. References to the 
collection of “customs” are found 
in the Old Testament, and his- 
torians record that the word 
“tariff”’ was born of bloodshed 
and plunder. Its origin is attribu- 
ted to a little town on the coast 
of Spain. near Gibraltar, called 
Tarifa, whoSe history is traced 
back at least 12 centuries. 


Tarifa was founded by the 
Moors who prepared the way for 
the system that today is an im- 
portant factor in international 
trade—the tariff. 


When commerce began to 
spread from the Mediterranean, 
gangs comparable to our modern 
racketeers made Tarifa_ their 
headquarters™ Watching from this 
point, they held up all merchant 
vessels and exacted tribute on a 
fixed scale on all merchandise 
passing in and out of the straits. 
Mariners began calling it a “‘tar- 
iff.” The word became current in 
England, whose vessels formed a 
majority of the merchant trade at 
the time and was adopted, even- 
tually, into other languages. 

You can earn a nice fat fee 
from a grateful Government if you 
can supply concret¢ information 
which will enable the United 
States customs service to seize 
merchandise smuggled into the 


* United States. 


Statutes provide for payment 
of 25 per cent of the recovery 
made by the Government as a re- 
ward, in cash. for co-operation in 
combatting smuggling. 

It is being done almost every 
day. In fact, the great majority 
of smuggling cases, some involv- 
ing many thousands of dollars 
worth of goods, are “broken” by 
the customs authorities as a re- 
sult of secret, advance information 
from volunteer informers scat- 
tered throughout the world. 


There are cloak-and-dagger and 
super-detective story aspects to 
much of the customs bureau’s 
work in tracking down the wily 
smugglers. But as realists en- 
gaged in a long-range, continu- 
ing program, the veteran career 
men in the service are inclined to 
debunk this more colorful phase 
of their jobs. 


They place greater reliance, 
they say, on the prosaic but valu- 
able aid from their far-flung net- 
work of informers outside the 
service, whose identities are care- 
fully guarded. This view is stated 
succintly by Chester A. Emerick, 
deputy commissioner in charge of 
the Division of Investigation at 
Washington, who has been in the 
customs service for 32 years. 


“Information is the basis for 


' practically all of our important 


cases/’ Emerick said quietly. “A 
good agent develops sources of 
information.” 

Conservative In dress and man- 
ner, the tall, balding Emerick 
looks more like a banker than an 
experienced super-sleuth, but he 
has personally investigated hun- 
dreds of smuggling cases during 
his long career in the service.

Treasury Department {s autho- 
rized to pay informers 25 per cent 
of the value of the seized contra- 
band, Emerick explained that 
$50,000 is the maximum amount 
that may be paid at any one 
time. The maximum, he said, is 
paid in a surprisingly large num- 
ber of cases, and was paid in 
several during the past year. 

The smuggling tips may come 
from any number of sources and 
they may be motivated by re- 
venge, in addition to a desire to 
collect a cash reward. 

“Frequently information § will 
come from people engaged in 
business who have suffered in- 
jury as a result of unfair compe- 
tition,” Emerick said. 


“If, for example, a diamond im- 
porter finds that he is being con- 
sistently undersold by some com- 
petitor he has a right to.suspect 
that there’s something dead under 
the house. He tells us about it 
and often it will lead to uncover- 
ing a smuggling plot.” 
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MERICK says that the major 

smuggling problems today are 

in narcotics, gold and dida- 
monds, whereas during the pro- 
hibition years it was liquor. 

Prohibition produced the great- 
est organized smuggling opera- 
tions in the natfon’s history, he 
says, and often was financed by 
legitimate dealers in foreign coun- 
tries. 

Today in addition to the age- 
old problem of narcotics, there 
is a two-way smuggling traffic in 
gold and diamonds, with evidence 
that in many cases the same rings 
are engaged in both. 

These operators smuggle gold 
out of the United States for sale 
at highly profitable black market 
prices abroad, and then smuggle 
diamonds into the United States. 
“ Emerick mentioned a big dia- 
mond case of last year as a result 


of confidential information that 
eventually paid off. 


“In the course of a routine 
investigation, one of our agents 
in Europe got confidential infor- 
mation from an employe in the 
American cqnsul general’s office 
in Antwerp, Belgium,” he said. 

“This informant said that one 
Abram Winnik, a diamond deal- 
er in Antwerp, had offered to 
pay her transportation if she 
would take a small packa to 
New York where he, Winnik, 
would be to accept delivery. 

“As a result of that informa: 
tion, Winnik’s name was placed 
on our suspect list here and in 
Canada and we began watching 
him closely.” 

The informant, incidentally, did 
not accept Winnik’s offer, but 
when he subsequently left by air 
for New York, agents saw him 
make contact with a woman in 
Montreal, Canada,. just before 
she boarded a train for New 
York. 

The woman, Mrs. Adele Mep- 
pen of Brooklyn, was taken from 
the train at Rouses Point, N. Y., 
where she and her baggage were 
searched at the customs office. 
No diamonds were found. 

She was released, taken to a 
local hotel for the night, and 
permitted to continue her trip 
the next day. 

After she left, a clogged toilet 
in the room she had occupied 
yielded two rubber packages con- 
tained diamonds valued at $121,- 
351. 

Mrs. Meppen and Winnik were 
arrested. She pleaded guilty, tes- 
tified for the Government at the 
trial and last May received a 
suspended sentence. 

Smuggler Winnik was con- 
victed and sentenced to two years 
in the federal penitentiary.

dle of old American magazines 
were among the ingredients con- 
tributing to the largest mail 
seizure of heroin in the history 
of San Francisco earlier this year 
by customs agents. 


Details of the case, which is 
still under investigation, are re- 
corded in the official files of the 
Customs Bureau. On Jan. 18, 
1952, twenty air-mailed packages 
arrived in San Francisco from 
Hong Kong, each package con- 
tained a copy of an old American 
magazine, dating back as far as 
1944, and each was addressed to 
the same person—‘“John Robert 
Brown,” at a cheap rooming house 
in Fulton street, San Francisco. 
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SHARP-EYED customs veri- 
A fier Myron Kahn, wondered 

why anybody would go to the 
considerable expense of sending 
bulky, heavy magazines by air- 
mail—especially old magazines. 
Examination of the magazines re- 
vealed the answer. Concealed in 
a hollowed space cut in the pages 
of each of the 20 magazines was 
a cellophane-wrapped package 
containing three ounces of heroin 
—a total of 60 ounces valued at 
$30,000 in the underworld mar- 
ket. 

The magazines, with the drug 
intact, were carefully rewrapped 
and, by arrangement with postal 
authorities, a customs agent 
dressed in a postman’s uniform 
was assigned to deliver them at 
the rooming house address. An- 
other agent preceded him to the 


house on the pretext of wanting 
to rent a room, in order to wit- 
ness the delivery. 

The landlady was making her 
sales pitch to his agent when the 
“postman” arrived, followed 
closely by other customs men. 
The recipient, “John Robert 
Brown,” proved to be none other 
than James Henry Carroll, a man 
of many aliases and a wena 2 of 
three previous narcotics coavic- 
tions and one for illegal entry 
into the United States from his 
native Canada. 

As the glum-faced prisoner was 
being led away, the landlady, un- 
perturbed by all the excitement 
attending the arrest, called out 
plaintively to the pretended room 
renter: 

“Hey, 
room?” 

Carroll’s Hong Kong contact 
was a big wheel in the narcotics 
racket, Judah Ezra, long on the 
international suspect list. Carroll 
and Ezra had served a prison 
hitch together in 1935 and had 
corresponded with each other 
since their release. 


Carroll said that Ezra, writing 
from Hong Kong, had persuaded 
him to act as go-between in the 
receipt of narcotics for delivery 
in Chinatown to a Chinese, as yet 
unidentified. Carroll told the 
customs authorities that in a 
month prior to his arrest he had 
received and delivered to this 
mysterious Chinese five mail ship- 
ments containing a total of 260 
ounces of heroin valued at $130,-

000, all hidden In magazines. 

The first shipment arrived, 
Carroll said, on a Saturday morn- 
ing while he was out to breakfast. 
When he returned to his room he 
found 12 magazines, containing a 
total of 40 ounces of heroin, and 
two airmail letters from Ezra. 
One letter had another letter in- 
closed, addressed to a Chinese 
and containing half of a Hong 
Kong dollar note. The other 
letter contained instructions 
about delivering the inclosed 
letter and establishing San Fran- 
cisco connections. Following in- 
structions, Carroll said he went 
to a Chinese laundry, showed the 
letter addressed to the Chinese 
and asked for the boss. He was 
told the boss was not in. 
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ETURNING iater, Carroll 
R said he was again put off, this 

time after the laundry man- 
ager made.a telephone call and 
spoke to someone in Chinese. 
Carroll left and sent two cable- 
grams to Ezra in Hong Kong, 
using the signature “Smith.” He 
received a cabled reply from Ezra 
the next day, stating that the 
matter was straightened out and 
directing him to go back to the 
laundry. 

Carroll did so. The manager 
telephoned as before and soon an- 
other Chinese came in, Carroll 
showed him the letter and the 
torn Hong Kong dollar note. The 
Chinese promptly produced the 
other half of the. note. 

The Chinese, Carroll insisted, 
never identified himself in any 
other way or gave any address. 
But Carroll delivered the nar- 


-cotics to him then and there. 


From that time on, Carroll told 
the customs men, all dealings at 
the San Francisco end were with 
this man, whom he could only 
describe, and all narcotics deliv- 
eries were made to him at a 
time and place designated by 
the Chinese. 

There was never another meet- 
ing in the laundry, Carroll said, 
and he was never in the place 
again, but met the mysterious 
Chinese at various restaurants to 
make delivery. Carroll was 
brought to trial, convicted and 
in May sentenced to 15 years 
in prison. 

The ctstoms agents say they 
have reason to believe they may 
have some good leads on others 
in the San Francisco ring, in- 
cluding Carroll’s contact, and the 
case is still “open.” 

The federal authorities hope 
some day to get their hands on 
the slippery Ezra. 

The federal agents believe that 
one of Ezra’s partners is a 
Chinese named Tom Lett, now a 
big shot in Hong Kong and once 
considered the most important 
figure in the opium traffic in 
San Francisco, until he fled 
from the United States to es- 
cape income tax charges.

Mt. Everest No Challenge to Space Travelers

UST as airline passengers to- 

day glide so easily over snarled 

automobile traffic tied to the 
earth’s surface, so will space trav- 
elers in the future rise above the 
horrible hazards of the earth’s 
highest peaks. 

The space traveler will meet his 

own tremendous dangers, of 
course, but he will have metal 
walls to guard him and tremen- 
dous power to work for him. 
- All this comes to mind because 
of recent attempts to climb the 
highest spot on earth—the 29,610 
foot Mt. Everest of the Himalayan 
Range. 

The top of Mt. Everest is slight- 
ly more than five and . one-half 
miles above sea level, a trifling 
figure compared to the distances 
of space. Yet in trying to climb 
these five and one-half miles 
many men have died, and so far 
as we know no man has ever 
reached the actual summit. 

It is here that nature has set 
up conditions almost unbearable 
for a human being. There is no 
deVice, no power-driven machine, 
man can make to carry him up 
Mt. Everest. ‘ 

If he is to set foot on the 
summit he must walk, and to walk 
he must survive unbelievable ex- 
tremes of cold and wind and a 
killing lack of oxygen. 
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Only recently have men been 
able to carry along supplies of 
oxygen in the attempt to climb the 
mountain. Before this they at- 
tempted to acclimate themselves 
by living for weeks in the thin 
air high up on the mountainside. 
Only the strongest and best fit- 
ted were able to survive this pe- 
riod, and yet none of them was 
able to reach the summit. 


The new attempts to Scale the 
summit will be aided by lighter 
and more portable oxygen appa- 
ratus; by warmer clothing which 
includes a silk-lined nylon storm 
coat, and by dropping supplies 
to base camps by parachute from 
an airplane. 
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MEANWHILE—as if to con- 
found the plans of the heroic men 
who hope to reach a spot man has 
never trod before—Mt. Everest 
appears to be getting taller. 

When the height was first de- 
termined in 1852 as a result of 
a trigonometric survey the moun- 
tain was accepted as the tallest 
in the world with an altitude of 
29,002 feet. Subsequent recheck- 
ing in 1905 by Sir Sydney Bur- 
rand, taking into account re- 
fraction, gave the altitude as 
29,141 feet and until éarly . this, 
year this was the official figure. 
Now it has ‘been determined that 
the altitude is 29,610 feet—an 
increase of about 450 feet over 
me figures set early in this cen- 
ury.

That the mountain is actually 
rising is confirmed by the Indian 
geological expert. Dr. M.S. Kirsh- 
nan, who says that Mt. Everest 
has risen 200 feet ingthe last 
hundred years. He attributes this 
rise to the movement of the 
earth’s crust. 

The Himalayan range, like the 
Alps and Andes, is relatively new 
having begun its development 
only some 40,000,000 years ago. 
As these mountains rise there 
takes place a sedimentation proc- 
ess which loads the area adja- 
cent to the mountains with de- 


bris of various kinds. For mil- 
lions of years this debris will col- 
lect and as the layer gets more 
massive it will exert a straight 
compression on the underneath 
layers and there will also be a 
sidewise thrust which may make 
the mountain rise still higher, 
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DR. HORACE G. RICHARDS, 
Associate Curator of Geology at 
Philadelphia’s Academy of Natur- 
al History, believes the sedimen- 
tation process to be one of sev- 
eral which might be active. The 
mountain uplifting is generally 
most pronounced in an active vol- 
canic and earthquake zone. He 
points out that in 1950 one of the 
most severe earthquakes ever re- 
corded took place in Assam which 
is near this region. The folding 
and uplifting of the mountains in 
this area is definitely indicated 
and there also appears to be a 
shift of the mountains southward 
toward India — a result of the 
shortening of the earth’s crust. 


The earth is a living, breath- 
ing entity and all around us we 
see evidence of this constant 
change. For instance, the Hawai- 
ian Islands are slowly sinking 
into the sea and in 60,000,000 
years they may disappear. By 
the same token Baffin Island in 
the Canadian Arctic is rising at 
the rate of six feet a century. Re- 
cently some volcanic islands were 
bern off the coast of Japan and 
California. These are manifes- 


tations of the same forces which 
are pushing Mt. Everest up. 

There is a complex teghnical 
problem involved in determining 
the mountain's altitude. The 
usual one is ta establish bench 
marks, that is, very accurately 
determined points with respect 
to position and altitude. But this 
is almost impossible in these 
mountain ranges. In the original 
survey of the mountain there 
were six stations involved whose 
average height was 230 feet 
above sea level and roughly 110 - 
miles from Mt. Everest. Huge 
towers were erected at these 
sites so that all the towers would 
be visible from all stations. 

But because certain refine- 
ments were missing the final re- 
sult may have been in error by 
200 feet. That is why the. rede- 
termination 50 years later in- 
creased the altitude by 139 feet. 
Today it seems certain that other 
means such as accurately cali- 
brated altimeters will be used to 
determine the height of the 
mountain. 

Recently the John Hopkins Ap- 
plied Physics Laboratory has de- 
veloped a precise altimeter for 
cosmic ray research. This alti- 
meter may be a part of the 
equipment which the Swiss party 
will take with it to check the, 
altitude of fhe mountain. Per- 
haps from this will come an ac- 
curate indication of the rising 
of Mt. Everest and the rate at 
which the mountain is going up.

The Grouch Club, an early-morn- 
ing musical show, presented pet

ICKING the ten best motion pictures to be shown in St. Louis in 
p 1952 was not too knotty a problem, although I had regretfully to 

squeeze out a half dozen good pictures to make up my list. To 
my mind, “Death of a Salesman” was far and away the best film to 
be released here during the year, and one of the best in any year. 
Though, sad to relate, it was so grim and powerful and hit so close 
to home for so many people it had a very poor box-office. 

My list includes six of the Hollywood product, two British, one 
French and one Japanese film. Here they are, in order of rank: 


1, DEATH OF A SALESMAN—Arthur Miller’s great tragedy had all 
the shattering force, the enormously moving poignancy, it had as a 
play. All the eloquence, undeviating honesty and vast compassion of 
the play were retained. It was sensitively put into picture form by 
Director Laslo Benedek, wonderfully acted by Fredric March, Mil- 
dred Dunnock, Kevin McCarthy and Cameron Mitchell, was built 
with tautness and skill to a terrifically powerful climax. The story 
of Willy Loman, victim of his delusions, was a deep and devastating 
emotional experience. 


2. OUTCAST OF THE ISLANDS—Director Carol Reed fashioned a 
brilliant, turbulent and incisive picturization of Joseph Conrad’s 
novel. This tale of the final disintegration of a worthless white man 
in the South Seas under the compulsion of lust was favored with a 
powerful script, an immensely vivid composition of scenes, often | 
teeming with tumultuous atmosphere, and an extraordinarily good 
cast which included Trevor Howard, Ralph Richardson, Robert Mor- 
ley, Wendy Hiller, George Coulouris and a sultry newcomer, Kerima.

light in color. Once a week, plants should be put 
under the shower to rinse off house dust. Larger 
ones can be sponged off with a soft tag dipped in 
soapy water. Commercial fertilizers, used according 
to directions, are the best food. A newly potted plant 
should not be fed until it has had time to develop 
roots to take up the fertilizer. 

A plant not doing well in one spot may thrive in 
another, but it should not be moved abruptly from a 
shady room to a sunny window. Direct sun isn't nec- 
essary for jungle plants, and may even burn them, 
but they may be kept in a window facing away from 
the sun. Coffee grounds and tea letves, in small 
quantities, are useable as humus, but there’s nothing 
to the old theory that adding castor oil to a watering 
solution benefits the plants. 

Falling leaves may mean a need for water, but 
many jungle plants oo a lower leaves as 
their stems develop. Most plants benefit by 
being kept in an outdoor shady spot in summer, or 
at least being placed outside when it rains. Best time 
to transplant is spring, first putting in the pot a layer 
of broken pottery for drainage, a layer of moss 
leaves for a filter, and then filling up with good 
soil.

MPORTANT TO NEW YEAR'S entertaining is a good appe- 
tizer, appealing both to palate and to eye. A favorite with 
Mrs. Joseph Uhl of St. Louis County is one which has the 

additional advantage of being easy to prepare. Made chiefl 
of cheese and bristling with pretzel sticks, it is called, with 
obvious reference to its appearance, porcupine cheese ball. 
Mrs. Uhl uses three kinds of cheese. e begins by soft- 
ening Philadelphia cream cheese, then adds yellow and 
Roquefort or Roquefort-type cheese, blending them thoroughly. 
Juice from an onion is scra into the cheese, then Worces- 
tershire sauce is added. e mixture is placed in a small 
bowl, covered with waxed paper and chilled in refrigerator 
for several hours. Then the cheese is shaped into a ball, 
and rolled in a mixture of coarsely minced nuts and parsley 
until thickly coated. The cheese Fall is pierced with pretzel 
sticks about an inch apart and served on a long platter with 
additional pretzel sticks stacked on each end. 
INGREDIENTS: Four three-ounce packages Philadelphia 
cream cheese, one six-ounce package snappy yellow spread 
cheese, one four-ounce piece Roquefort-type or bleu cheese, 
one-half teaspoon onion juice, one-half teaspoon Worcester- 
shire sauce, one-half cup chopped nuts and one-half cup 
minced parsley. These amounts will serve about 20 people.

@ After waking at 8 a.m., he raced back to 
_ Harvard, cooked his own breakfast in the 
Delphic .Club kitchen and raced to a 9 a.m. 
class. 

Dick has combined skating and school since 
he was 12. After his father gave him some 
skates for Christmas (they turned out to be 
the wrong kind), he started taking skating 
lessons. (His first instructor turned out to be 
wrong, too. He told him he could never learn.) 

But in the spring of 1943, after coaching by 
Lake Placid’s famous Gus Lussi, Dick placed 
second in the Eastern States Novice Cham- 
pionships. By the time he was out of prep

In college, (he held all the titles from °48 
to 52) he defended his titles at places as far 
away as Colorado Springs, Colo., Milan, Italy 
and Paris, France, and spent his last semester 
in Europe practicing for the 1952 Olympics. His 
school marks: B-plus to A-minus. He made the 
Dean’s List; found time to be an active mem- 


\ ber of the Hasty Pudding, Delphic, and Varsity 


Clubs; and graduated cum laude. His assets: 
a grade A mind, and steely endurance. 

The bets are that he can handle pro skating 
equally well. By the terms of his Ice Capades 
contract, he can refuse to skate whenever 
school officials tell him his school work is 
suffering. 

So far, he never skated in the show farther 
away than in New York—but probably only 
Dick Button could stand the strain. 


3 Years to Go 


HEN THE Ice Capades played Springfield,

PEORIA, Ill. . 

"N THE last few months, you've read a lot 

about how the average American family 
is making out on its typical overall income 
of about $4,000 a year. 

First, the Bureau of Labor Statistics said 
urban families spent $400 more than they 
made in 1950, which accounts for the 109.6% 
figure showing deficit in the chart below. Then 
the figure was cut to $250. Then the Budget 
Bureau said that was all wrong—that the aver- 
age family saved $200. Nobody really knows. 

So PARADE sent me to talk to an average 
income factory worker, just to see how he and 
his family are getting along. 

More than that, PARADE wanted to uncover 
the people behind the statistics—their hopes 
and dreams and problems. — 

I spent two days at home and at work with 
Victor Nafziger, a 37-year-old, $4,160 welder at 
R. G. LeTourneau Inc. here, a company that 
makes earth-moving equipment, 

From Vic I learned one thing right away: 
there is no “average American family.” 


UPKEEP ON 50-year-old farm home and 
one-year-old car are important items.

‘“‘We won't save anything this year,” Vic ad- 
mits.

shortly after he met Lou Belle Rupp, a pretty 
high school student, in Normal, Ill. Lou Belle 
went on to Illinois State Normal University in 
her home town. But, in 1941, she quit to marry 
Vic. 

For seven years, including two years Vic 
spent as a welder in the Navy, they moved 
around from one rented place in the Peoria 
district to another, always keeping an eye out 
for the home they wanted. During this time, 
their children—Steve, 8, Vicky, 6, and Tim, 5 
—were born. 

@® Finally, in the spring of 1948, they found the 
place they wanted—a run-down farm about 20 
miles from the LeTourneau plant. 

@ Vic got a GI loan and plunged his savings of 
seven years in the venture. Immediately, Vic 
planted a vegetable garden and borrowed $200 
to buy a cow to give milk for the family. 

@ “That cow died shortly after we got her. It 
was a terrific blow,” Lou Belle recalls. “It was 
just the first in a string of discouraging things, 
but you live through them.” 

From that beginning, the farm has grown 
amazingly in the past five years. The Nafzigers 
now have 20 head of cattle, a new barn roof 
and quite a bit of equipment, including a trac- 
tor, electric milker, plow, disc and So on. 

Since all the profits have been plowed back 
into equipment and improvements, the farm 
has meant very little in the way of money to 
the family—except for food. 


They Save on Food 


HE important thing about the farm is that 
it is a way of life to the Nafzigers. 

A factor in the family’s good health, 
they say, is the food they eat. And here the 
farm makes a difference. It provides all their 
eggs, milk, beef and many of their vegetables. 

The result is that the Nafzigers spend only 
about $10 to $12 a week for staples like flour, 
sugar and salt; bacon and fish; and fresh 
fruits. “We have fresh fruits and head lettuce 
the year around,” says Lou Belle. “I wouldn't 
think of packing Vic’s lunch or the kids’ school 
lunches without putting in fruit and lettuce 
for sandwiches.” 

The Bureau of Labor Statistics estimates the 
average family spends 33 per cent of its cash 
income for food and alcoholic beverages. The 
Nafzigers, who don’t drink, spend about 16 per 
cent. (See box, left, for other comparisons. ) 

“When we were living in town,” says Vic, 
“Tou Belle would buy a round steak, say. She 
wouldn’t cook it all for one meal. She’d cut off 
enough to go around and put the rest in the 
refrigerator. Now that we butcher our own 
beef, we don’t think about things like that.” 

The meat, like the garden vegetables, goes 


into the family’s newest piece of equipment— 
a 17-cubic foot deep freeze. They also own an 
electric stove and refrigerator, a 1951 Chev- 
rolet and a radio (Peoria doesn’t have a tele- 
vision station .) 

The car, which costs about $500 a year, in- 
cluding depreciation, is vital to Vic’s work and 
family recreation. Vic drives every day to near- 
by Morton where he joins a car pool of fellow 
LeTourneau workers. About once a week he 
drives all the way to the plant. 

The Nafziger family’s recreations are the

kind they don’t even think about in terms of 
money. About once a year they take an all-day, 
family-picnic excursion to the zoo in St. Louis 
or Chicago. Occasionally, they take the chil- 
dren to a movie. 

@ Their social life revolves around the Grove- 
land Evangelical Mennonite Church where Lou 
Belle is choir director arid both of them teach 
Sunday School. They contribute to the church 
and its mission work “as the Lord prospers us.” 
Both Vic and Lou Belle are active, too, in the 
local Parent-Teachers Assn. 

@ Like all the production workers at LeTour- 
neau, Vic is a member of the International 
Order of Boiler Makers, AFL, Lodge 158. His 
union dues, which are taken out of his pay 
check, amount to $39 a year. Vic will also pay 
social security of about $54 and income tax of 
about $176. 

@ The mortgage on the farm amounts to $900 
each year. The Nafzigers pay $120 for coal, 
$132 for electricity, $36 for telephone and $300 
for local personal property and real estate 
taxes. They carry health and life insurance 
which costs $170 a year. 

This leaves about $20 a week for the miscel- 
laneous items like clothes,which they buy as 
they need them,and Vic’s favorite vice. ‘““Every- 
time we pass an ice cream store,” Lou .Belle 
laughs, “Vic starts talking about how the kids 
would like an ice cream cone. He doesn’t fool 
me. I know he’s the one who wants one.” 

How do the Nafzigers make ends meet? 

“I really don’t know,” Vic admits. ‘“‘We don’t 


have a budget.” 

“Each year we seem to be a little farther 
ahead in getting what we want. And I guess 
that’s the important thing,’ Lou Belle says. 

What do the Nafzigers want? 

“We don’t care about having a lot of 
money,” Vic says. “But I often tell Lou Belle 
there wouldn’t be much change left from 
$10,000 if we had it.”

of the cattle they now own are beef cat- 

tle.) Their 50-year-old house needs re- 
modeling as do some of the farm buildings. 
They’d like to have more equipment. 

But the Nafzigers don’t have any grandiose 
plans for the future. For example, they don’t 
feel that they have to put money away for the 
education of their children. Says Vic, “Their 
mother worked for the education she got, and, 
even though I didn’t go to college, I worked 
for everything I’ve got.” : 

And he’s still doing it. Vic. gets up every 
morning at 5 a.m. to do the “chores” before 
he starts out for the plant. When he gets home 
at 5 p.m., he works on the farm until bedtime. 
Even on Saturdays Vic gets up at 6. “He feels 
half the morning’s wasted if he isn’t out by 
then,’’ Lou Belle says. 

Vic -concedes, however, that the farming 
part of his schedule is fun for him. And so far, 
it hasn’t worn him out. ‘‘The Lord blessed me 
with good health,” he says. 

Vic feels that all this work will pay off in 
the next few years. There will probably be a 
little money left over in the till from the farm- 
ing operation this coming season. 

“But it doesn’t matter what we make,as long 
as Vic is happy,” Lou Belle says. And Vic adds, 
“TI guess you could say all we want is a certain 
kind of living for our family. And I think 
we've got that now.” *

CHARLES E. WILSON, General Motors Corp., 
president, who has been named Defense 
Secretary, will be a headliner as will OVETA 
CuLP HOBBY, the new Federal Security Ad- 
ministrator. 

LUCIUS CLAY, the retired general, will make 
headlines as one of the President’s close but 
lesser-known advisors. 

In dealing with Congress, watch Eisen- 
hower rely on Rep.

Sen. WAYNE MORSE, the Republican who 
Says he is now an independent, will be in the 
middle of many Washington scraps.

Outside of America, the Red dictator of 
China, MAO TSE-TUNG, will share big head- 
lines with CHIANG KAI-SHEK, the symbol of 
anti-Communist Nationalist China. 

Three other names will figure in news 
from the Far East—Prime Minister NEHRU 
of India, Premier SHIGERU YOSHIDA of Japan, 
and RAMON MAGSAYSAY, the present. Defense 
Minister and possible next President of the 
Philippines. 

In Europe, where GEN. RIDGWAY will try 
to speed the lagging defenses of the Western 
nations, leaders of key countries will face 
important tests of their powers.
